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THE nomination of Major Mizner to Lt. Colonel 
8th Cay., vice SWEITZER, in place ef Major MERRILL 
has not yet been sent to the Senate, though it has 
been made out and in the hands of the President for 
some days. It is accompanied by a lengthy state- 
ment, prepared at the War Department, showing 
the reasons for his promotion instead of Major MER 
RILL. 








THE Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
House a communication from Captain E. R. War- 
ner, 3d Artillery, calling attention to the defective 
organization of the Batteries of Light Artillery, 
and recommending such legislation as will provide 
them with farriers, blacksmiths, and saddlers, and 
the application of Sections 1280, 1281, and 1282, R. 
S., relating to pay for continuous service, to artifi- 
cers of artillery and infantry, and wagoners of 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry. The Lieutenant- 
General concurs in the recommendations. 








THE bill for the construction of additional vessels 
of war was reported to the House from the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs on Wednesday. The amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. McApoo appropriating 
$1,000,000 for the construction of three dry docks, 
having been defeated by a vote of 7 to 6; the bill as 
reported is identical with the text of it published in 
last week’s JOURNAL. It is the intention of Chair- 
man HERBERT to ask the House to make a special 
order of this bill for one day next week. Under the 
regular order it will be several weeks before it can 
be reached. 








THE House Committee on Naval Affairs met on 
Wednesday to consider the bill for the reorganiza- 
tion of the bureaus of the Navy Department, but as 
the testimony given by the bureau officers on the 
subject had not been printed further consideration 
Was postponed until Friday. A favorable report 
will no doubt be made on this measure, but it is not 
expected that the committee will be unanimous in 
its action. Representatives THoMas and BouTELLE 
are known to be opposed to the proposed change. 
The Naval Appropriation bill is to be taken up by 
the full committee as soon as this measure is out of 
the way. The several sub-committees are now 
nearly ready to report. 








Broad Arrow administers a justly deserved re- 
buke to the flippant spirit which characterizes so 
much of the current comment upon our Navy, 
when it says: ‘In noticing the statement that the 
Emperor WILLIAM has ordered prayers to be offered 
at all the churches in the Empire for the German 
Navy, the New York World says: ‘Sofar as the 
American Navy is concerned, for several years it 
has been past praying for.’ We suppose that this is 
considered an amusing statement, but we fail to see 
wherein its propriety or pertinency lies. Not only 
is the American Navy not past praying for, but it is 
certain that no department of the American Gov- 
ernment has a more certain and prosperous future 
in store for it. No man can study the probable 
development of the commercial interests and the 
relations of the United States with other countries 
all over the world without being impressed with the 
importance of the part which the United States Navy 
may sooner or later be called upon to perform,” 





THE most prominent event in the Army next week 
will be the retirement from active service March 16 
of Major-General JoHN Popr, commanding the 
Division of the Pacific and Department of California. 
The military career of General Popris so well known 
to the country that it is needless to recapitulate it in 
detail. In spite of the bitterness of the controver- 
sies with which his name has been associated it will 
rot be denied that his service to his country has 
been such as to reflect the highest credit upon him- 
self and upon the Service. Entering the Military 
Academy in 1838, he was graduated in 1842 and as- 
signed to the Topographical Engineers ; served with 
distinction in the Mexican War, receiving brevets 
for Monterey and Buena Vista. The beginning of 
the war found him a captain, and on May 17, 1861, 
he was appointed a brigadier general of volunteers. 
From that time forward he was a conspicuous figure 
before the country. On the 26th of October, 1882, 
he was appointed major general, and for the past 
few years has been in command on the Pacific 
Coast. General Pope has deserved well of his 
country, stands high in the estimation of the Army, 
and will always be remembered and respected as an 
officer of courage, patience and devotion, and one 
possessing executive abilities of a high order. 








THE House Committee on Naval Affairs in its re- 
port to accompany the bill for the increase of the 
naval establishment present an impregnable array 
of facts to enforce the demand for such an increase. 
Our defensive power represented by our Navy is not 
equal to what it was in 1866, or even in 1860, while 
in the twenty years following there has been an en- 
ormous increase in the aggressive power of our rivals. 
Details as to this are given to show that there is not 
a town or city along our whole coast irom which tri- 
bute could not be successfully exacted. Lieutenant 
GRIFFIN’s statement of the destructible property sub- 
ject to the fire of an enemy is quoted, the grand ag- 
gregate being $3,836,000,000, without mentioning 
the Atlantic and Gulf ports south of Baltimore. Of 
auto-mobile torpedoes we have absolutely none. The 
report says : 

It is the unanimous opinion of your committee thatthe 
Government of the United States ought not longer to permit 
the lives and property of American citizens to be thus mani- 
festly held at the mercy of so many foreign nations. Forts 
of iron and steel cannot, within any reasonable limit of cost, 
be erec so as to give protection wherever it is needed. 
This it is only practicable to do by means of a Navy which 
can follow an enemy to every int of attack, Your com- 
mittee therefore, having ‘first decided that the Government 
should take — at once for the construction of a moderate 
number of modern vessels, with armaments of the most ap- 
proved type, set themselves at work to decide what type of 
vessel should be recommended to the House. 

The remainder of the report is occupied with the 
statement of the determinations of the committee 
as to the construction of vessels which are sufficiently 
shown by reference to the text of the bill reported 
which we published last week. The report is signed 
by every member of the committee. 








ComMopDoRE W. S. ScHLEy has been relieved from 
the duty as acting Chief of the Bureau of Provisions 
and Clothing which he has discharged in addition 
to his other duties, and that Bureau is temporarily 
in charge of Chief Clerk Joun F. DENSON. Commo- 
dore ScHLEY was designated to act as Chief during 
the absence of Paymaster General Smiru at the time 
of his suspension. Even after the Court -martial 
sentence of Dr. SmirH took effect and he was dis- 
mussed from the office, Commodore SCHLEY continued 
at the head of the Bureau, although it is under- 
stoodthat under the law he could be designated to act 
for only ten days. Nayal Constructor T. D. Wison, 





whose term as Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, expired on March 8, has been detailed 
for special duty in that Bureau, which is now in 
temporary charge of Chief Clerk GoLDsBoROUGH. 
Constructor WILSON has charge of the construction 
of models and designs of the new cruisers as deter- 
mined upon by the board, and also of such work on 
the cruisers Chicago, Atlanta, and Boston as comes 
under the Bureau of Construction. These chief 
clerks will continue in charge of the respective bu- 
reaus until it can be seen what the chances are for 
the passage of the bill now under consideration by 
the House Naval Committee for a reorganization of 
the present system. If, after a month’s time, suf— 
ficient progress has not been made on the bill to 
insure its passage this session, it is believed that 
Naval Constructor Witson will be reappointed. 








WE continue this week the interesting series of 
reports on hunting at Army posts, for which we are 
indebted to the Forest and Stream. They are ac- 
companied by an expression of opinion as 


‘to the character of the Springfield shot gun 


which, it will be observed, 1s not in high 
favor with the Army, double-barrelled shot guns 
naturally having the preference. The enlisted men, 
when they can’t get another, do the best they can 
with it, but the cfficers, where they praise it at all, 
do it in qualified terms, and those who condemn it 
do so in very positive terms. An officer says : ‘‘ The 
Springfield shot gun I have never shot and never will. 
I do not consider them safe enough for me,” and an- 
other reports that it is considered a perfect failure. 
Major Mears says: ‘‘ The Springfield shot gun is- 
sued is not a success,” and the only officer who is 
reported as using it ‘‘ complains a good deal of the 
gun ; thinks its range tvo short, and it is not a good 
shooter.” Finally an officer at Fort Thomas, ‘‘M.,” 
says of the Springfield rifle; ‘‘It has long been my 
opinion that it would have passed out of use even by 
the conservative Army, as it has long ago with every- 
body else, but for the all-powerful influence of the 
Ordnance Corps.” Still, such as it is, the Springfield 
shot gun is better than nothing, and affords the men 
enjoyment, while adding variety to the mess. The is- 
sue is authorized of two shot guns to each com- 
pany serving at posts west of the Mississippi. The 
complaint is that, with all its excellencies, it does 
not give a close fermature, and the breech block is 
in danger of blowing out. The General Inspector 
of Rifle Practice, New York, General RoBBINs, says 
in his annual report: ‘‘I must call your attention 
to what appears to me to be an effort on the part 
of the United States authorities under the guise of 
increasing the efficiency of State troops to rid them- 
selves of a rifle of which they are tired, an obsolete 
arm which the Army at large would be glad to see 
replaced by a more modern weapon. I trust every 
effort will be made to prevent the carrying out of 
the recommendation of Adjutant-General Drum, 
U. S. A., at least so far as the State of New York is 
concerned. We do not want a rifle obsolete in style, 
dangerous in its breech mechanism, and, except in 
its possible long distance ability (and of this there is 
great question), not the equal of our present arm, 
which thirteen years of constant use has proven safe 
in the hands of untrained recruits as well as expert 
riflemen. I shall but fulfil a duty I owe the State 
by placing in your hands, at an early date, some 
facts in regard to this proposed change which I beg 
you will carefully consider before effort is made to 
effect it,” 
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INTERNATIONAL COURTESIES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


PERMIT me to submit some remarks and questions 
respecting the letter of “E. F.” in your issue of 
January 30 last, respecting the subject of interna- 
tional courtesy. 

This we understand to be a matter of civility, not 
strictly one of right but of indulgence, yet at 
the same tinie following more or less fixed rules 
among civilized nations. 

Halleck, Elements of International Law, chap. V., 
sec. 22, says: ‘ Vessels of war, in entering or leu ving 
= ports, or passing foreign forts, batteries, or 

rrisons, salute first, without reference to the rela- 

ve rank of the officers of the ships or forts. Such 
salutes are always to be returned gunfor gun. As 
messages are to be exchanged between the parties, 
with respect to the number of guns to be given and 
returned, such salutes are usually fired after the 
vesse] comes to anchor, and before leaving her an- 
chorage on her departure. This salute is a compli- 
ment to the flag, and, consequently, is considered 
international rather than nal. The same rule 
holds with respect to interchange of compliments 
and visits with the authorities on shore; the com- 
pliment or visit being first made frem the vessel 
without regard to relative rank, even if it were pos-» 
sible to fix any relative rank for officers so different 
in their nature and character. The rule, making 
such compliments international, avoids any neces- 
~< of attempting such assimilation.” 

ore follows as to details, and exceptions respect- 

ing sovereign personages, etc. But the broad rule is 
distinctly laid down that the foreign vessel fires the 
first salute, and her commander makes the first visit 
in person to the authority on shore, and that the 
relative rank of these two individuals has nothin: 
whatever to do with the matter, it being one of * iJ 
ternational courtesy ’’ pure und simple. 

Now this international law is a good one and is 
accepted among civilized nations as the rule of con- 
duct iv such matters; or itis not. If it is not so ac- 
cepted, it bebooves us to know that fact, and when 
and how it has been changed. For upon it is based 
sec. 625, Army Regulations, taken from Gen. Tid- 
ball’s Manual. 

The manuscript of these rules was submitted by 
Gen. Tidball to officers of rank, experience, and in- 
telligence of our own and of several foreign navies, 
and returned as correct, and finally to our Navy 
Vepartment, and it was returned by the Naval 
Secretary with the remarks that ‘ the officers of the 
Navy to whom it was submitted report that it con- 
forms to naval usage ard conventions with foreign 
powers with respect to the etiquette of visits and 
salutes.” 

All of this simply goes to show that Gen. Tidball 
was trying to arrive at what was right and proper 
respecting so important a subject as this one of **in- 
ternational courtesy,” and without the remotest 
idea of determining what was not the rule of comiczy 
between nations and the officers thereof. 

Your correspondent states that, in 1877,a ‘ de- 
parture was taken by the Navy for the practical 
reason that it was thereby put iu accord with the 
rule adopted, after much discussion, by all the great 
maritime powers of the world,” and he then gives 
Circular 3, Navy Department, April 28, 1877, to show 
what this departure was, placi our Navy in ac- 
cord, etc., and, no doubt, would have us infer that 
this accord was upon matters of “international 
courtesy.’ But this circular shows upon its face 
that it is simply a regulation governing the inter- 
course of our Own naval officers with each other. 
Why, in certain cases, an officer must rank another 
as well in e as by seniority of rank, is perhaps 
a matter of consequence in that service, but is not 
so apparent to us. While upon the subject of “ de- 
parture ’’ and *‘ accord, etc.,” 1t may be well to quote 
another and later one. 

‘Circular 16, Navy Department, Dec. 30, 1878. 

“ Par. 22, page 15, Navy Regulations, 1876, is hereb 
annulled. : 

“Upon the arrival of a United States vessel of war 
at any navy-yard or station within the limits of the 

United States, the junior officer, whether in com- 
mand ashore or afloat, shall make the first visit of 
sey ro A 

The italics are my own. Doesany one suppose that 
this regulation is intended to be iuternational in char- 
acter? It may ‘accord with the practices of ev 
maritime nation in the world,” but, like Circular 
it is for the government of our naval officers among 
themselves; furthermore, by restricting its action 
‘** within the limits of the United States,”’ we are led 
to infer that some other rule may govern the ac- 
tions of these same officers when in foreign ports, 
but with this we have no concern. Circular 16 uses 
the word station,and no one supposes that other 
than a naval station is meant, certainly not a mili- 
tary gost. If anyone will take the trouble to com- 
pare this circular with Army Regulations, sec. 610, 
it will be found that both are precisely similar in 
nature and scope, the only real difference being that 
in the Army the senior in rank may make the first 

t, or he may send his card and receive this visit, 
while in the Navy the junior in grade must make the 
first visit. 

Neither of these regulations is in anywise inter- 
national in character, but are for the government 
of home affairs. There may be other “departures ” 
in the Navy respecting these matters; if so, it 
would be well that we should know of them. 

It wil! be noted that both of these circulars bear 
dates prior to Nov. 20, 1879, that of the letter of the 
Secretary of the Navy returning Gen. Tidball’s 
manuscr ad 

It has n 5 yo what authority 13 not 
known—that the Navy partment misinformed 
Gen. Tidball as to wbat really was held by that De- 

ment and by naval officers to be the true and 
universally accepted rules governing international 
comity in these matters, and that, at the very time 
when the Secretary certified to Gen. Tidball the cor- 
rectness of his statement of these rules, those held 
by the Navy and accepted by all great maritime 
powers were different. 

Here, then, may be the gist of the whole matter. 
lf the rules of international law as laid down in our 
Army Regulatrons are not the correct ones govern- 
ing the comity of t nations in their intercourse 
with each other, letit be pointed out exactly where- 
in they are wrong; when, where, and how these rules 
have oeen chan 


the foreign vessel fires the first salute and her com- 
mander the first visit upon entering our 
ports, has been changed, give us the new rule and 
the international authority therefor.

We all know how strongly the reflex action of 
European military thought and effort is felt in our 
Army. Even in our uniform the spirit is displayed 
to those who, having eyes, see, and in more im- 
portant things itis still more potent. Thereis no 
escape for it. And, though we possess but a half 
knowledge of the animating spirit or perfected de- 
tails of their systems, still our movements are tram- 
melled by the little we know and cannot ignore. 
With a more complete knowledge we may regain 
our liberty and mastery of action and initiative. 
So it is hoped our brightest military minds, which 
are still conscious of an ability to learn something. 
will make a study of foreign methods and show us 
all wherein we are — Perhaps if they will 
study on the ground how others ase to com- 
mand, create and control a hun thousand or a 
million of soldiers it will give a better appreciation 
of what this country did when it had two millions. 
Our nation is not exactly in that sort of business 
now, but we have not given it up entirely, and if 
ever we do resume it we would like to know at once 
just what is the best these other fellows can do. And 
we wish to know the secrets of their process when 
we begin. Perhaps our foreign legations could tell 
us all abou’ it. But we know they don’t. Still it 
becomes us to admit that itis really very kind in 
that naval officer who acts as military attaché for 
us at Berlin and London. We understand that our 
first Chinese ambassador was accredited to America 
and Spain.

PROMOTIONS. 


Texas, in his letter on ‘‘ The Needs of the Army,” 
which appeared in your issue of Feb. ¢, hits a good 
m nails square on the head—about promotion 
particularly. This is placed where it ought to be (at 
east in time of pence according to length of ser- 
vice, yet enabling the President to weed out any who 
have passed their usefulness, or who are unfit for 
high command. It places appointments to the 
staff where they should be, in the hands of the staff, 
by examination and practical performance of staff 
duty. It offers an incentive to officers of the line to 
study and pertorm their duties, instead of cultivat- 
ing politicians or marrying influential families. It 
forces every officer to enter as a second lieutenant 
of the line, yet gives him an opportunity to decide 
which corps he 1s best fitted for. 

Now, I will relate to you an incident. A few years 
ago several second lieutenants who went through 
the course at the School of Application at Fort 
Leavenworth, were unable to leave their drill or 
other duties. At the final examination, an instructor 
said, 1m the presence of the Board of Examiners, 
* Lieutenant, if there is anything in the whole course 
(that you have been over) 7 know anything 
about, tell it to the Board, for I cannot think of any 
—— to ask you that you could answer correctly.” 

he lieutenant could not think of anything to tell 
the Board. The lieuten ints have gone back to their 
regiments and will hold their positions and draw 
their pay all their lives. The only way to secure 
competent officers is by examination for promotion. 
During the war, dozens of active captains and lieu- 
tenants of the Regular Army were on mustering and 
disbursing duties in cities. It was an office duty, the 
only outdoor work being an occasional drive to 
camp at the edge of the town to swearin or muster 
out volunteers. All city duty could have been as 
efficiently performed by an equal number of officers 
who hi lost a leg or an arm, or who were other- 
wise unable to stand active field service, and there 
seems no reason to prevent retired officers doing 
that duty now. If the Army were collected in a few 
posts the posts would be located near cities, or if not, 
cities would soon grow up around them. So all 
would have the conveniences of city life.

GENERAL SHERMAN AS A TAX-PAYER. 


A St. Louis paper prints a letter from Gen. Sber- 
man declining to contribute to the support of a 
former public schoolteacher, and saying : 

I have owned real property in St. Louis since 1850 on which 
I have paid thousands of dollars in taxes, though I have 
never received a cent in return. My family is Catholic, and 
Mrs. Sherman would no more consent to have _ her children 
enter a public school than a common tavern. Therefore, in 
addition to my school taxes I have been compelled to pay 

rices for education in private schools. Again, for the 

past 2 ears I have been heavily taxed by old Union sol- 

ers, who are sent to me by neighbors, or naturally come 
to me in their distress. I believe I am thus taxed $% to $1 
paid by the most wealthy citizens of St. Louis, and this is 
one of the causes which drive me from St. Louis. 
A despatch from St. Louis quotes Gen. Sherman 
as saying further: 
I would be glad if they woula take the house off my 
hands, if they paid me for the improvements. I pay double 
taxes, double water license, double street taxes, and have 
paid school taxes rince 1850 without receiving a cent in re- 
turn. I help to pay for the police and have to pay a private 
watchman. I pay more taxes on the amount involved than 
any man inthe city. If I gave $1 for every $10 asked for 
by old Union soldiers I would have nothing left to support 
my family on. Mr. J. Yatman and I spend more money for 
that purpose than the whole city put together.

GENERAL GRANT’S MEMOIRS.

The general sentiment 
of all who are interested in developing the truth, and the 
truth only. seems to coincide with the proposition Of an edi- 
torial in yesterday’ 8s Commercial Gazette, namely: “There is 
a subject, a question of history, that is worthy the dignity 
and utmost ability of Gen. Sherman. It is to review the Shi- 
loh article in the March Century by Don Carlos Buell.” 

Tn this connection there is a question of history, as well as 
of fair dealing, that the publishers of Gen. Grant’s memoirs 
owe bey tothe public to comprehensively explain. The case 
is this: The memoirs contain General Grant's article on Shi- 
loh as it or esncla, in the Century Magazine, but with the map 
of the batt 1d, which he had carefully examined and ap- 
gaeves i for that article, left out, and a totally different map, 
which is grossly erroneous, inserted in its place. 

The fact is, that before the map which accompanied Gen, 
Grant's article in the Century was published, he examined it 
and said he saw a to criticize. This was after his at- 
tention had been called to Gen. Sherman's revisory critic- 
ism of thesame map—that of General Gedrge Thom—which 
General Grant had adopted. This Sherman revised map 
now appears in the memoirs in place of the Thom map, 
which ral Grant used in the Century article. 

The text is that of the Century, and it constantly refers to 
the tions of the Thom map which Gen. Grant approved 
for his Century article. This text being retained in the 
memoirs, and another map being introduced causes a contu- 
sion which is by no means c table to the publishers, or 
those, who at the last moment procured the chanze. 

For instance, in giving the position of the troops in the 
field previous to the ba le, the memoirs say: “ McClernand 
—_ on Shetman’s left.” So he was by the Thom map. But 

the substituted map McClernand is directly in the rear 
Sherman, and on a line nearly parallel to Sherman’s, Ac- 
qnedine: to the memoirs, “next to McClernand came Pren- 
tiss,” This might have been said of the Thom map, but on 
the substitu map Prentiss was next to Sherman and im- 
mediately adjoined him on the left. But by the Thom map 
which Gen. Grant sugcores for his Century article, Prentiss 
was nearly a mile to the left of Sherman. These are points 
upon which the publisher of the memoirs should enl wa 
the public. The integrity of their work depends upon it.

He early claimed that General 
Grant had no right to publish them, since, as Badeau de- 
clared, it was understood when he wrote his militar history

RECENT DEATHS. 

GENERAL Henty M: Nagurz, formerly of the 
regular and volunteer service, died at San Francisco 
March 5, of intestinal neuralgia, aged 73. He was 
born in Pennsylvania, entered the Military Acad- 
emy in 1830, and was graduated July 1, 1835, and 
promoted brevet 2d Lieut. 5th U.S. Infantry. He 
resigned Deeember 31, 1835, and from that time until 
1846 was a civil engineer. When the Mexican War 
broke out he received an appointment as Captain in 
the lst New York Volunteers, raised for service in 
California and commanded by Col. J. D. Stevenson. 
The regiment was disbanded October 26, 1848, and 
Captain Nagiee entered into business in San Fran- 
cisco asa banker. When the Civil War broke out 
he tendered his services and was appointed Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel of the 16th U. S. Inf., May 14, 1861, 
but resigned January 10, 1862, before joining his 
regiment. On the 4th of February, 1862, he was 
appointed a Brigadier-General of volunteers and 
served with distinction until April 4, 1864, when he 
was mustered out of service. He was present at the 
siege of Yorktown, battle of Williamsburg, Fair 
Oaks, where he was wounded, commanded the 7th 
Corps in July and August, 1863, etc. After leaving 
the Service he returned to San Francisco and re- 
sumed his business as banker, acquiring a large for- 
tune. He had a large ranch in Southern California 
and was extensively engaged in the manufacture of 
a brandy which bears his name. As an officer Gen_ 
eral Naglee was nearly as great a terror to his superi- 
ors as he was to the enemy, for he was as prone to 
criticism as he was enterprising and energetic. His 
impatient disposition involved him in a personal dif- 
ficulty witb Secretary Stanton, and he was relieved 
from command, and his career as an offiver brought 
toan untimely close. Some of his sharp criticisms 
on military operations during the war were revealed 
by the publication of the private and confidential 
letters written by General Naglee to a lady, whose 
subsequent relations to him illustrated the maxim 
that “ friendship is often changed to love, but love 
to friendship never.” 

The will of General Naglee leaves the bulk of his 
property to his two daughters, Marie and Antoin- 
ette, share and share alike. The estate is valued at 
$1.000,000. 

James W. SCHAUMBURG, whose persistent appeals 
for many years past to be restored to the Army, 
have often been noticed in the JouRNAL, died at 
Philadelphia, March 9, in his eighty-third year. In 
Gardner's Dictionary the following is given as his 
military record: ‘“‘ Born in Pennsylvania, 2d Lieut. 
Marine Corps, March 14, 1829, Cashiered October 20, 
1832, 2d Lieut. Mounted Rangers, March 28, 1833, 2d 
Lieut. 1st Dragoons, Sept. 19, 1833, Ist Lieut. March, 
1836, resigned July 3i, 1836, Reinstated July, 1844, 
‘Name erased without reproach to Mr. S., March 
24, 1845.'"" The circumstances of his resignation, 
restoration, and final depurture from the service 
are given as follows :

Senator Joun F. MrieEr, of California, who died 
at Washington, March 8, after a long illness, served 
with distinction during the war. In 1862 he organ- 
ized the 29th Indiana Volunteers, and in September, 
1862, he was orderei to take command o*% the 7th 
Brigade, Negley’s Division, at Nashville. In De- 
vember, 1862, General Rosecrans began the move- 
ment which ended in the battle of Murfreesboro or 
Stone River, the scene of Miller’s most daring and 
brillant achievement. General Rosecrans publicly 
thanked Colonel Miller for his conduct, and tele- 
graphed a request to Mr. Stanton that he be made a 





brigadier on the field. At Liberty Gap, on the 25th 


of June, 1868; after dislodging the enemy from the 
narrow gorge which they were endevoring to hold, 
he received a bullet in the left eye, completely de- 
stroying it and causing his life to be despaired of for 
some time. On his recovery he returned to the field, 
was promoted Brigadier General of Volunteers in 
January, 1864, brevetted Major General in May, 1865, 
and mustered out in September of that year. He 
then returned to California and acquired a large 
fortune, and was returned some time ago to the 
U.S. Senate. His death will be especially regretted 
on the Pacific Coast. 

PAYMASTER Rurus S. McConne.u, U. S. Navy, 
who was detached from the Quinnebaug last summer 
on account of sickness and sent home from Alex- 
andria, Egypt, died at Cleveland, O., March 7, of 
spinal paralysis. He was forty-two years old; en- 
tered the Navy December 27, 1864, as Acting Assist- 
ant Paymaster; commissioned P. A. Paymaster No- 
vember 27, 1866, and Paymaster January 15, 1875. He 
was regarded as an efficient and valuable officer, 
and his death will be regretted by many friends 
and comrades. 

The Plain Dealer, referring to his death says: “He 
was aconfirmed bachelor, but had none of the mis- 
anthropic traits of the bachelor. No one eversaw him 
angry; no one ever heard him use a harsh word. He 
was a kindly disposed, whole-souled man, generous 
to a fault, and a warm friend. He was conscious to 
the last, and grim death had no terror forhim. His 
life ebbed away gradually until the last spark was 
e xtinguished.”’ 

UNITED STATES SENATOR JEROME B. (‘HAFFEE, the 
father-in-law of Mr. Utysses S. Grant, died of acute 
meningitis at Purdy’s Station, N. Y., March9. Ina 
notice of his death it is stated that at the time of the 
marriage of his daughter to young Grant he had 
$1,000,000 in cash securities, and he gave her $400,000 
in bonds. These were all put into the firm of Grant 
and Ward, and every dollar of them was lost in the 
grand crash of May, 1884. He had been losing heavily 
in his Wall street speculations, and when he started 
West just before the Grant and Ward failure he bad 
placed half a million in cash securities in the hands 
of his son-in-law to keep for him during his absence. 
[t was not an invesiment, nor was it for the purpose 
of securing any investments. This money reached 
tbe hands of Ward and was lost, and Mr. Chaffee was 
left penniless. Since this disastrous affair he had 
been living in retirement. 

THERE has just died at the Naval Hospital, Phila- 
delphia, Nathauiel Sarvis, a beneficiary of the 
Naval Asylum nearly a hundred years old, whose 
quiet, gentlemanly de:noeanor has won the esteem of 
all who have been connected with the institution 
since he became an inmate. A blacksmith by trade, 
he served in 1813 as an armorer in Commodore 
Perry’s Squadron on Lake Erie, and it is believed 
that he was the last survivor of Perry’s men. On 
the 4th of March he was laid to rest in the Naval 
Ground in Mount Moriah Cemetery, Philadelphia, 
near the tomb of Commodore Elliott, who was one 
of Perry’s commanders, and beside some of the men 
who manned the barge in which Perry passed from 
the Lawrence to the Niagara, in the midst of the 
battle of Lake Erie. 

CuaRrA VIRGINIA Rosie, a twin daughter of Chief 
Engineer Edward D. Robie, U. 8. N., was climbing a 
step laider on the porch of one of the houses in the 
New York Navy-yard, on Saturday last, March 6, 
when she fell to the pavement and fractured her 
skull. She lived only « short time. The remains 
were taken to Marathon, N. Y., for burial on Mon- 
day. Great sympathy is expressed for the stricken 
parents. 


JoseraH MCALLISTER, who died last week at Phila- 
delphia, at the age of 16 years and 7 months entered 
the Navy as a marine, after he had been refused ser- 
vice in the 104th Pennsylvania, Scott Legion, Rush’s 
Lancers and the Bucktails op account of his youth. 
He served on board the Santiago de Cuba, and was 
at the bombardment of Fort Fisher. 

SurcEon Ws. A. Corwin, U.S. N., died at Pana- 
ma, Thursday, March U1, on board the Adams. He 
was appointed from New Jersey on the 3lst of March, 
1869, and commissioned surgeon June 10, 1880. 

Mary BLEECKER, widow of ex-Governor Horatio 
Seymour, died, March 8, at the home of Mrs. Roscoe 
Conkling, Utica, N. ¥Y. She did not long survive 
her distinguished husband. 


Arestas L. Root, who died in Buffalo March 10, 
aged 90, was a veteran of the War of 1812, and was 
taken prisoner by the British at Fort Erie.

In using the foregoing code ior transmitting messages by 
flag or torch, the dot is represented by a motion to the right 
of the sender, and a dash by a motion to the left; at the end 
of each word a “front” motion is made. These three mo- 
tions are exactly the same as heretofore prescribed for the 
motions 1, 2, and 3 in the General Service code. 

IV. The following method of enciphering signal messages 
in and between the Army and Navy will be used:

4. By preconcerted agreement any letter may be chosen on 
the inner circle as the key letter to be set opposite the “A” on 
the outer circle; or countersign words may be used, in which 
case the key letter is changed as often as there are different 
letters in the countersign words. In all cases the enciphered 
message should be divided into groups of letters, four letters 
in each group; and when signaling with flag or torch the 
signal (front motion) for end of word should be made at 
the end of each group. 

V. Cipher disks and cards containing this code Lie! be 
obtained at once upon application to the Chief Signal] Officer 
ofthe Army.

VETO OF THE McBLAIR BILL. 


Tue following veio message in the case of John 
Hollis McBlair, late U. 8. A., retired, was sent to the 
Senate by the President on Wednesday. This is the 
first veto of the session : 

To the Senate of the United States: 

I have carefully considered Senate bill No. 193, entitled, 
“An act for the relief of John Hollis McBlair,” and hereb 
return the same without approval to the Senate, where ft 
originated, with my apeesees to the same. 

e object of this bill is to suspend the provisions of law 
regulating appointments in the Army by promction so far 
as they effect John Hollis McBlair, and to authorize the Pre- 
sident to nominate and, by and with the advice and consent 
of thet enate, appoint said McBlair a Ist lieutenant in the 
Army, and to place him upon the retired list as of the date 
of April 8, 1864, with the pay of his rank from April 30, 1884. 

The beneficiary named in this bill was appointed a Ist lieu- 
tenant in the Army from civil life in June, 1861, with rank 
from May 14, 1891, It appears from his own testimony taken 
before a retiring board, that at the time he was commis- 
sioned he was but 17 years of age. In Ovtober, 1861, he was 
in the field for five days with his regiment, within which 
time he participated in no battle, skirmish, or engagement 
of any kind. After five days speut in marching and camping 
he was taken sick and after remainingin camp six or seven 
weeks, his illness still continuing, he was granted sick leave 
and came to Washington, In June, 1862, he was put on duty 
in the Commissary Department at Washington and remained 
there until August, 1863, when he was summoned before a 
ne board convened for the purpose of retiring disabled 

cers. 

From testimony before this board it appears that the ill- 
ness which caused him to leave his sequent was one An 
uncommon in the Army and yielded to treatment, so that in 
April or May, 1862, he was completely cured. About this 
time, however, he was attacked with convulsions which were 

ronounced by the physicians examined before the board to 
be & form of epilepsy, and for this cause he was found to be 
incapacitated for active service. 

The medical testimony, while it suggests various causes 
for this epileptic condition, negatives entirely any claim that 
these attacks were at all relateu to the iliness which obliged 
this officer to abandon service with hisregiment. He testified 
himself that he had been told he had one or two convulsions 
in childhood, but there is no direct testimony that he was 
subject te A coy attacks before he entered the Army. 

The Retiring Board determined upon proof that this in- 
capacity did not result from any incident of military ser- 
tired and therefore Lieut. McBlair was in October, 1868, re- 
ti wholly from the Service with one year’s psy and allow- 
ancés, which is the usual action in such cases, and which was 
Spproved by the President. But in April, 1864, the President

SIGNAL SERVICE EXPENDITURES. 


THe House Committee on Expenditures in the 
War Department continued the examination of Sec- 
ond Comptroller Maynard on Friday last in refer- 
ence to the irregular accounts of the Signal Service 
Bureau. Mr. Maynard submitted a number of 
vouchers for rugs, carpets, horses and other articles 
purchased by the Signal Service which he regarded 
as irregular, and many of which he said showed 
that excessive prices had been paid. Among the 
“specmmen bricks,” as Mr. Maynard termed them, 
were vouchers for $15 each for water cvlor drawings 
of birds, which were charged to the appropriation 
for “report and observation of storms;’’ a voucher 
for $800 submitted by Prof. Langley for “procuring 
special transportation facilities for delicate instru- 
ments; a voucber for $800 for a Pullman palace 
car, and another for $600 incidental expenses for the 
Mount Whitney Expedition. Stations were also es- 
tablished. with observers, in Labrador, Havana, 
Kamtschatka and other places when, said Mr. May- 
nard, no authority existed for the establishment of 
stations outside the United States. He thought 
these irregular expenses would amount in theag- 
gregate to $500,000. Gen. Hazen was heard in his 
own defence on Tuesday. 








A SOLDIER’S DEATH. 


T. P. McEtratH, formerly a captain of the 5th U. 
S. Artillery. contributes to the New York Times an 
interesting account of the death of Gen. Stephen H. 
Weed, also a captain of the 5th Artillery, who was 
killed at Gettysburg July 2, 1863. He then com- 
manded the 3d Brigade of Ayres’s 2d Division: 

On July 2, the second day of the battle, his brigade was 

laced in reserve in rear of the famous “Round Top.” 

eed’s artillery zeal unhappily overcame his professional 
discretion. and to while away the interval of inactivity he 
ascended the hillto watch the firing of the batteries. 
rebel sharpsbooter, sheltered behind a rock, was_industri- 
ously engaged in picking off Federal officers, and Gen. Weed 
was speedily added to the list of his victims. Placing him 
tenderly on his back, Hazlett knelt down over his prostrate 
friend to receive his parting instructions. Hazlett, as I was 
informed, wishing to cheer him said: ‘*Weed, I hope you will 
carry those messages yourself.” To which the latter re- 
plied, **Why do you say that? Don’t you see I am as dead 
as Julius Cesar.” As he uttered those wordsa bullet 
fromthe same murderous rifle crashed through Haziett’s 
skull and he fell forward from his knees, a — across the 
form of the dying General. Weed, turning his eyes down- 
ward to see him, said sadly: ‘‘Poor Hazlett! He has gone be- 
fore me!” and not long afterward he, too, breathed his last. 
So died in a soldierly way one of New York’s noble sons, 
and one of the most gallant of the host of martyrs who in 
those bloody days sealed with the sacrifice of their lives their 
devotion to the Union. 








MaJOR MERRILL’S CASE. 


Mr. BLANCHARD, of Louisiana, rising to a question of per- 
sonal privilege in the House March 8, sent to the clerk’s desk 
and had read an article from the Indianapolis Journal with 
reference to the nomination of Major wis Merrill for 

romotion and its su uent withdrawal by the President. 

he article charges that Mr. Blanchard was arrested in 1874 
in Louisiana, by order of Major Merrill, for connection with 
Ku-Klux outrages, and that, animated by revenge, he had 
rushed to the Secretary of War and succeeced in securing 
the withdrawal of Major Merrill’s nommation. 

Mr. Blanchard said that the article wasa beautifully con- 
structed bloody-shirt snd Ku-Klux outrage story. There 
was not one word of truth in it. He had never been arrested 
by Major Merrill’s order, and he had nothing whatever to do 
with the withdrawal of Merrill’s nomination. He hadnever 
at any time approached the Secretary of War or the Presi- 
dent on the subject. He had not even known that the nomi- 
nation had been sent te the Senate until he had seen in the 
press the news of its withdrawal. While he believed that the 
conduct of Major Merrill in Louisiana in 1874 was subject to 
censure, he had not tried to prevent his promotion in the 
Army. 








THE CADET ENGINEERS. 
General Order No. 344. 
NAVY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, March 10, 1886. 


Tue recent decisions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States on appeal, in the cases of the U. S. v. 
Redgrave and the U. S. v. Perkins, have affirmed 
the construction given by tbe Court of Claims to the 
provisions of the act of August 5, 1882, relating to 
the discharge of surplus graduates from the Naval 
Academy. 

Under the construction of the act referred to, as 
thus settled, it appears that Cadet-Eneimeers who, 
either in 1881, or 1882,on the completion of a four 
years’ course of instruction at the Naval Academy, 
passed a successful examination and received a cer- 
tificate to that effect, thereby became graduates, 
and, as such, were not constituted and made Naval 
Cadets under tbe act aforesaid, ard were not subject 
to the provisions of that act relating to the dis- 
charge of surplus graduates. 

It further appears that, of the Cadet-Engineers 
hereinafter named, twenty-one, after a four years’ 
course, graduated at the Naval Academy in 1881, and 
six, in like manner, graduated in 1882, but that they 
were, urder an erroneous construction of the law 
and in pursuance of General Order No. 302, dated 
December 12, 1882. designate1 as Naval Cadets and, 
as such, were further examined at the final gradu- 
ating examinations 1 1883 and 1884, and, immedi- 
ately thereafter, were notified that, under the provi- 
sions of the act of August 5, 1882, they were honor- 
ably discharged from the Service with one year’s 


ay. 
Pte further appears that, in some instances, the 
Cadet-Engineers thus notified declined to accept 
such discharge or the pay attached thereto, while 
others accepted the pay either with or without pro- 
test. The Department is, however, advised by the 
Attorney-General to the effect that the acceptance 
or non-acceptance of the discharge and pay thus 
tendered does aot alter the legal status of any Cadet- 
Engineer who, under the aforesaid erroneous con- 
struction of the law, was designated and notified of 
his discharge as a surplus graduate. 

Under these circumstances, and for the purpose 
ot giving due effect to the decisions of the courts, it 
is ordered that the names of the following named 
Cadet-Engineers be, aud the same are hereby, re- 
stored to the Navy Register:

The Attorney General in bis opinion, which is 
dated March 6, says: ‘‘The honorable discharge o 
the cadet engineers having been held void by the 
courts. can it be said that those who accepted th 
pay without protest; or that those who prot 
ugainst the legality of the discharge and suhbse- 
quently accepted such pay, intended thereby to give 
to their acts the force and effect of resignation. 
This construction could not reasonably be given to 
such acts. Such protest and acts could not change 
the legal force of the statute either for or against 
them. A resignation may be eff by the con- 
eurrence of the officer and the appointing power; 
its esseptial elements being an intent to resign on 
the one side and acceptance on the other. The prin- 
ciple upon which it rests is — (14 Opn. 259, 
and Mimmack’s case 97, U. S. 246). 

‘One of these cadet engineers has been discharged 
at his own request, the other 29 have not been legally 
removed, have not resigned, and are still the prope 
and legal incumbents of their respective offices, an 
bave been such, notwithstanding the misconstruc- 
tion of the act of Aug. 5, 1882. : 

** That act recognized the rank and office of cadet 
engineers (graduates), and made an appropriation to 
pay them for their services, and the courts have held 
that such act did not make cadet engineers (gradu- 
ates) of the classes of 1881-82 naval cadets. 

“2. What disposition shali be made of such 

Jadet Engineers after their restoration to the Navy 
Register? 

‘*As the courts have declared the honorable dis- 
charges issued under the act of Aug. 5, 1882, void, the 
Cadet Engineers (graduates) retain their officers und 
rank without revard to such discharges. The mis- 
contruction of said act has placed them in an anom- 
alous position, and embarrassed the Navy Depart- 
meut. These Cadet Engineers (graduates) were in 
the immediate line of promotion to Asst. Engineers 
and only for the miscoustruction of the act aforesaid. 
they would now hold the commissions to the latter 
office, erroneous!y held by them. It appears the 
office of Cadet Engineers (vraduates) was ignored in 
making promotions, under the misconstruction of the 
act of Aug. 5, 1882, and Naval Cadets, who were in- 
ferior in rank, were promoted to the vacancies in 
the office of Asst. Engineer, which vacancies should 
have been filled by promotion from the Cadet Engi- 
neers. The Cadet Engineers are, by the decisions 
of the Courts, in the direct and immediate line of 
promotion to vacancies to the offive of Asst. Engi- 
neers. 

“Congress, by inadvertent legislation, caused & 
state of affairs to exist, not intended or contem- 
plated. The persons now erroneously holding the 
comucissions as Asst. Engineers cannot well be dis- 
turbed. But the misconstruction of the act of Aug. 
5, 1882, having been definitely pointed out by the 
courts, the Cadet Engineers (graduates) who hava 
so long been deprived of their rights are now en- 
titled to have them restored, and this can only be 
accomplished by recognizing them as in the imme- 
diate line of promotion, in their proper order, to 
fill the first vacancies that may occur in the office of 
Asst. Engineer. 

“ Asto the disposition of the Naval Cadets who 
are entitled to promotion, I would suggest a refer- 
ence of the matter to Congress for immediate con- 
sideraticn. 

*IT am of the opinion, therefore, that all of the 29 
Cadet Engineers (graduates) are in the Service as offi- 
cers and entitled to participate without distinction, 
in the benefit of the decisions of the vourts refe 
to in your communication, and that such Chief Kn- 
gincers (graduates) remain in their proper order, in 
the immediate hue of promotion to the first vacan- 
cies in the office; of Asst. Engineer, and have pre- 
ference thereto over Naval Cadets of inferior rank, 
and that Congress should be requested to enact a law 
regulating the promotion of Naval Cadets, and pro- 
viding for the discharge of any surplus thereof.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Lieut. J.C. BURNETT, who was ordered to the 
coast survey this week will join the Hassler as ex- 
ecutive officer, and Lieut. Peacock also goes to the 
Hassler. 

A LIBEL has been filed against the steamer Cit 
of Mexico, charging ber with being engaged inarm 
expedition against Honduras. This vessel was re- 
vently seizei by the U. S. S. Galena while under way 
on the alleged filibustering expedition. 

PREPARATIONS are being made for putting the 
coast survey fleet on the Pacific in a condition to be- 
gin the spring work as soon as possible. A list of 
officers to be detailed to the vessels is being made 
out at the Navy Department, but it is not yet com- 
pleted. 

SECOND COMPTROLLER MAYNARD ‘has disallowed 
two claims of John Roach, ono for $38,840 for extra 
work on the U. 8. monitor Puritan, and the other of 
$20,274, for watching. care, and towing and piloting 
of the monitor Roanoke from March 17, 1877, to 
Sept. 24, 1883. 

Ir will no doubt interest the officers and crew of 
the U. S. S. Constitution who were on her when she 
ran ashore in January, 1879, to know that the Brit- 
ish Government erected a lighthouse at Anvil Point, 
which has been lighted the past ten years. This is 
the place near where slie beached. 

Tae Commander-in Chief on the English Pacific 
Station has been Sanne a cruise round Vancouver 
Island in the Pelican. In one of the intricate chap- 
nels to the north of the island the vessel struck a 
rock, unmarked in the chart; but it is not reported 
that she has sustained any considerable damage. 


THE schooner Sarah C. Wharff reported at Glou- 
cester, Mass., March 6. that while at Portsmouth she 
was run into by the U. S. 8S. Fish Hawk and was so 
heavily damaged that she sank at her wharf, Mar.7.

THE State Department has been informed by the 
French Minister at Washington that Admiral La- 
eombe, commander of tbe North Atlantic Division 
of the French Navy, had asalute of 13 guns fired, 
and his flag placed at half-mast, at New Orleans, on 
Feb. 13, in honor of the memory of General W. 8. 
Hancock, U.S. A. 

A resolution, offered by Mr. Sowden, was adopted 
in the House on Thursday, calling on the Secretary 
of the Navy for a statement showing the amount of 
money expended since the year 1882 in the ordnance 
shops at the Washington Navy-yard, the number of 
guns made, altered and repaired, and the number of 
cartridges purchased and from whom.

Tue sale of the ship Three Brothers by her English 
owners toa firm in Gibraltar, to be used as acoal 
hulk, is learned from Liverpool. This closes the 
career of a historical craft. She was origin- 
ally the s eamship Vanderbilt, built by Commodore 
Vanderbilt in 1855 for the New York and Havre line. 
No expense was spared in her construction or fit- 
ting, and she cost about $800,000. Early in tbe Civil 
War she was presented to the Government by Van- 
derbilt, and was fitted up and bad guns put on board, 
when she became the flagship of Admiral Wilkes, 
and made two unsuccessful chases after the priva- 
teer Alabama in 1862. After the war she was laid 
up at Mare Island Navy-yard, Cal., and in 1867 was 
sold at auction, and at an expense of nearly 
$200,000 converted into a sailing vessel and named 
the Three Brothers. She made several voyages be 
tween New York and San Francisco, some of which 
were the quickest ever made, and in 1883 she was sold 
to a Liverpool firm.

This unfor 
tunate result is due it says to coors obsolete Eng- 
lish models In-reply the Post said: 

The Ch ’s engines were d from the boilers to 
the Ae rig Athen g by two someal the Naval Advisory 
Board, to wit: Mr. Alexander Hei Dn, a chief 
of the Navy, and Mr. Miers Coryell, a civilian from the Mor- 
gan Ironworks. Their counterpart does not-exist where 
else in the world, and notring remotely analogous to thom 
was ever attempted except in a coasts vessel plying be- 
tween New York and New Orleans, and by Mr. Coryell, 
In fact, the Chicago’s engines are merely the reduplication 
for twin screws of the single screw walking beam machine 
of the Cromwell Line steamship Louisiana. We are not par- 





tucularly to the English, but in the commonest spirit 
of fair play we cannot stand tamely by and hear them ac- 
o— of having furnishea the model of the Chicago's 
engines 


To this the Republican, which is understood to de 
rive its information from ex-Secretary Chandler 
answers : 

The Advisory Board was and is controlled wholly by line 
officers who uad no experience in and v little knowledge 
of shipbuilding, aud they naturally some mistakes. 
They ored as‘ cranks” all the practical shipbuilders of

thirty yearsago. The plans for the engines of the Chicago 
were ceoowda ly. co from the designs of the 
Whitelaw (English) engines of 1860, and in part from the en- 
ines of the steamship Jura, built in 
ime. They are more than twice the weight per 
horse power of the modern American re- 
quire about double the amount of coal £0 run them. in 
snort, they are obsolete, heavy, cumbersome, and expen- 
sive to build and maintain. They will, however, be service- 
able where economy of fuel and speed are not especially 
desired, and a thousand tons, more or less, of extra M A-y od 
are not objected to. The Advisory Board should not be too 
severely biameJ for the result of its own ignorance. It 
must be admitted its members—we mean the line offi- 
cers who controlled it—did the best or Saaes how. After 
they decided to treat all our pi shipbuilders as: 
*cranks’—us they were designated by a member of. the: 
board—there was nothing to do but to copy obsolete de- 
signs of English origin. The best are invariably 
kept by builders everywhere for their own use. Only the 
obsolete are sold or given away. 

In support of its state nents, the Re n quotes 
from the ——— gy on the Jamion 
Engineer on the engines of ‘the icago, which ap- 
peared in the Journax of Feb. 20.. The Navy is 
more concerned with the question of fact as to the 
relative efficiency of the machinery of the 
than with the question of responsibility for its adop- 
tion. That rests upon the Advisory as a 
whole, but we believe Mr. Coryell does not deny 
that the engines of the Chicago were origiwally de- 
signed, by him. He does complain, however, that 
unwarrantable changes were made by the Board in 
his designs, and poszibly it is this to which the Re- 
publican has reference.

THE CASTING OF STEEL GUNS. 


In returning to this subject it may be well to 
point out precisely the extent of the intended de- 
parture from existing practice in the manufacture 
ofordnance. Itis not in the material nor in the 
use of casting as a means of shaping it. Steel is the 
most highly approved gun metal in the world, and it 
is used exclusively by all nations in the world except 
England. The reason for this uniformity of prac- 
tice is not in the composition of the metal, but in 
the valuable qualities that spring from its cast con- 
dition. The steel and iron used in guns are prac- 
tically of similar composition in similar positions in 
the piece, harder for the central tube and softer for 
the breech coils, and without haying examined the 
matter very closely we presume the difference in 
the two metals is very slight and due probably to 
the fact that the additional strength gained from 
casting allows the steel maker a latitude in composi- 
tion which the iron maker does not enjoy. 

One of the important results that have flowed from 
BESSEMER’s invention of the direct manufacture of 
steel from piz metal is the discovery that casting has 
an important effect on strength. The so-called steel 
rails are not steel at all in chemical composition, 
but the softest malleable iron, and yet they are not 
worn out as fast as the iron rails. They are not 
merely stronger, but in addition there 1s a certain 
solidity of structure given by casting that built up 
rails of similar composition do not have. The same 
fact is illustrated in gun making. The iron guns 
have a steel inner tube, which holds its rifling better 
than the iron could possibly do. In practice the 
steel is made somewhat harder than the iron, but 
the comparatively greater resistance to wear exists 
also when the iron and steel have the same composi- 
tion. 

There is then no contention whatever in regard 
to the superiority of casting over welding as a means 
of making strong metal, but, heretofore, it has been 


heavy hammer which not only removes cavities 
formed in casting but also refines the metal. 

We are so accustomed to associate the idea of brit- 
tleness with steel, from our famiharity with cast iron, 
that it may be well to point out the fact that cast steel 
is perfectly ductile and malleable. Working it under 
a hammer seems to refine its grain and the heavier 
the hammer the better the grain. This malleability 
does not arise from the hammering. It is mherent 
in the metal, and the crude ingot possesses it per- 
fectly in proportion to the fineness of its structure. 
We condense the position taken by American steel 
makers into one short expression when we say that 
they assert their ability to produce, without ham- 
mering, a steel that has the same fineness of grain 
and the same strength and ductility as the metal 
made under the hammer. 

They have particular special processes by which 
they accomplish this result, and the practical differ- 
ence is that the plant needed for these processes is 
much cheaper and can be built much more quickly 
than a plant for hammering. If we take the Amer- 
ican way we can have guns of the largest size in six 
months. If the European method is chosen, at 
least two years must pass before we can begin work 
on the first gun. By the European method we shal} 
have one or two factories at the most. By the 
American we can have four or six very easily. In 
the European method of manufacture one large 
gun a month isa fair product for a large establish- 
ment, and the manufacture may require one or two 
years. By taking the American method we can pro- 
ably quadruple that rate in each factory and our 
production will be « question of lathes rather than 
of hammers, 

Considering the fact that the one thing that 
stands between the Army and Navy and their arm- 
ament is not the casting of the parts required for 
heavy ordnance, but the plant needed to provide 
for the supposed necessity for hammering or com- 
pressing these castings, it behooves us to enquire 
whether this treatment is so necessary as people 
imagine. 

English authorities do not seem to be entirely 
convinced that the Armstrong and Woolwich mode 
of making guns is absolutely necessary. In the dis- 
cussion on Mr. ANDERSON’S paper on the capabilities 
of private firms to manufacture heavy ordnance for 
her Majesty’s Service, delivered before the United 
Service Institution a year ago, several interesting 
opinions and some historical facts were brought out. 


Lieutenant-Colonel Hope said: 


There are many very important and many extremely diffi- 
cult problems to solve in connection wit gunnery, which 
involves metallurgy, chemistry, physics, and engineering, 
and is an extremely complicated problem. Instead of going 
to the root of the matter we assume that a gun must be 
made in acertain way. Formerly our guns were all made 
solid and there were very remarkable instances of the en- 
durance of even common Cast-iron guns. I know myself of 
one—an old English 18-pdr. guo of Sussex charcou) iron, cast 
in 1740—a very long gun. It was desired to burst that gun 
on a particular occasion and a double charge of powder was 
put > and it was then loaded up to the muzzle with alter- 
nate round shot and grape, with sand put in the interstices 
to increase the friction, and finally a great wooden plug was 
driven into the muzzle. It was chokeful up tothe muzzle. 
‘the charges of powder were not the slow burning powder of 
the present day, but “ L. G.,” quick burning, violent powder. 
Instead of bursting, the gun simply jumped about 50 ya 
to the rear. If cast iron can stan! a strain like that it is 
quite clear it cannot hy ay to make guns in one solid 
jiece. Then, again, there is the celebrated experimens of 
Bir Joseph Whitworth with a 24-inch cylinder of homo- 


geneous steel, whict he has fifty times over fired with no 


outlet except one of one-tenth inch in diameter. It was 
filled chokeful of powder, and the only effect upon it bas 
been to increase the diameter 0.04 of an inch. Therefore, 


when we assume as & matter of course that guns must be cut 
up inte little bits, 1t does not at all follow that thereis any 


engineering necessity for it. 


Sir Henry BEsseMER said that in 1856 he went to 
the Director of Gun Factories at Woolwich, then 
Colonel Witmor, and explained his new method of 
making steel, which in the thirty years intervening 
has so thoroughly altered the character of the steel 
industry. Many tests for tensile strength were 
made successfully, and finally the Director suggested 
a percussive test. Mr. Bess—EMER made cylinders of 
‘+ mild ” or soft steel, some being gun tubes of 6- 
inch bore and 2-inch thickness. These were placed 
under a steam hammer and flattened down cold. A 
steel hoop 16 inches in diameter was flattened end- 
ways toa long loop, and the new steel bore the tesis 
perfectly. The inventor offered to supply metal of 
30 tons strength, being 5 tons stronger than the 
best iron. 

Both Colonel Hope and Sir Henry seemed to look 
to the casting as the source of strength, and that is 
the position taken by American metallurgists. 

On every side we see evidences of the confidence 
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thought necessary to compress the casting under a 


which steel castings are enjoying. The crank shafts 
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of large steamers, the stern posts of propellers and 
similar forms, where strength and safety are the 
first consideration, are now made in this way. The 
Dolphin’s shaft that broke was forged, or rather it 
was a combination of forging and casting in which 
the benefits of both methods were lost. The largest 
steamer that rans out of New York under the 
American flag has a shaft that was made by casting 
and annealing, just as it is proposed to make guns. 
A large steel mill now building has had a shaft 26 
inches in diameter made by the same method. That 
would make a fair sized gun itself. Such facts 
point to the beginning of a new era in steel work- 
ing, and it comes just in time for the relief of our 


Military Service. 








A PHASE OF COMRADESHIP. 


Tue Army has a popular reputation for commu- 
nity of feeling, for fellowship and common support, 
for self-sacrifice on another’s account. This may he 
exaggerated in popular estimation, or may be sup- 
posed by civilians to show itself in certain features 
not quite real, but in the main it is deserved. But 
there is a practical manifestation of kindliness and 
esprit that, rather curiously, does not have the fol- 
lowing in the Army at large that one might antici- 
pate. When an officer dies at a post, if he has a 
family, the chances are decidedly affirmative that 
a post or regimental subscription will ,be made to 
allow his widow to comfortably join her friends ; 
and no officer begrudges the contribution, ill as 
some may be able to afford it. Now, there is an 
organization that does that work, does it efficiently 
and thoroughly, but which does not attract the 
general attention that it deserves on this account. 

The Mutnal Aid Association is generally looked 
upon as an insurance company—as a Society whose 
claim upon an officer is the selfish one that his pros- 
pective widow or orphans will realize a certain pecu- 
niary advantage at his decease. It is much better 
looked at as affording the surviving officer valuable 
means of helping their comrades’ families in distress. 
It is a comparatively slight pecuniary tax for one 
to give three or six dollars to the family of a de- 
ceased comrade, conscious that a thousand others 
are doing the same thing and that this multipli- 
cation is lifting that family out of immediate 
financial distress. While, had an officer hap- 
pened to die in the same post, the benefac- 
tor might have been morally bound to contri- 
bute twenty-five or thirty dollars, and still see 
discomfort if not privation exist. There are few 
officers who would hesitate to give five dollars at a 
comrade’s death (could they at all afford it), 
whether he were a personal friend or not, and the 
more general the contribution the less the amount 
each would feel called upon to give. Those whose 
service is of any length know that few officers have 
ready money in any amount, and that death while 
it abruptly cuts off the income creates certain un- 
avoidable and serious expenses. Their discharge is 
charity, and it is charity of the highest sort to pro- 
vide for the fatherless and the widows, especially 
while first trembling under their bereavement. It 
would seem that this view of the case, which is not 
the one the Asssociation’s officers press most vigor- 
ously, when brought into general notice would 
draw irresistibly every man whose heart at ali in- 
fluences his actions. 

In addition, the selfish or personal view of the 
case seems almost incontrovertible when fairly 
faced. Except among the very wealthy, or in other 
words, with all those on the same financial footing 
as the officer as such, there is very little ready cash 
at the disposal of any man suddenly. Beyond his 
current expenses money must be drawn from some 

outside source, always a workof time and generally 
of inconvenience. Death abruptly terminates an 
officer's active income, and even the little that may 
be due him cannot be collected at the moment. But 
an officer's family must move and that soon, and 
generally over along and expensive route. When 
a civilian dies his house, as a Tule, is not torfeited 
on the spot. His widow may live, for the time at 
least, in her old home and certainly she does not, 
speaking generally, make a long and costly journey 
With her family and baggage. But in an officer’s 
onen all this must be done and done promptly ; and 
if; fortunately, his ‘life is insured, or he has prop- | 


erty, considerable time must elapse before this be- 
comes available. You who read this know that 
should you die to-morrow, should you die a year 
from to-morrow, your widow would be practically a 
pauper, regardless of property theoretically hers. 
Should you die to-night, if you belong to the Mutual 
Aid, $1,200 will be in your widow's hans before you 
are buried, and $1,200 more will be her’s within 30 
days. She will not feel the desolation of destitu- 
tion as well as that of bereavement. You do not 
insure yourself; you simply from doing as you 
would be done by are now being done by as you did. 
The membership of the Mutual Aid, whose name 
exactly expresses its functions, is something over 
nine hundred. Were it fifteen hundred, as it might 
easily be, the allowance would reach $3,000; or, 
better, the dues to be paid would be made even 
lower than they now are. 

There is everything in this association to com- 
mend itself to the officers of the Army. Its ex- 
penses are nominal; it is managed with simplicity 
and fidelity; it is prompt and certain in its help; it 
affords adequate relief to all who come within its 
range. In short, it is a simple and effective method 
of organized protection from suffering where prac- 
tically every man provides for tis own, who receive 
the money as their right and are spared the humil- 
ation of accepting alms. 

What we have said of the Army Mutual Aid As- 
sociation applies, of course, with equal force to the 
similar association for the benefit of officers of the 
Navy. 








DISTRIBUTION OF GUN FACTORIES. 


THE conclusions reached by the Gun Foundry 
Board seem to be applauded by most of the gentle- 
men who have been examined by the Senate Select 

Jommittee. It will be remembered that the Board 
recommended the purchase of rough finished steel 
forgings from private makers, and the fabrication, 
or assembling of these parts, together with their 
exact finishing in a Naval shop at Washington, and 
an Army shop at Watervliet Arsenal. While we 
acknowledge the good judgment of this Board on 
the questions submitted to it, this distribution of 
Government shops does not seem to fulfil all the 
requirements of a nation of continental extension 
like ours. 

We have in our Middle and Southern States the 
most remarkable example of inter-continental 
navigation in the world. It is a peculiarity of this 
tremendous system that it has but one outlet, and 
the loss of an important battle at that point would 
blockade the whole ramification of rivers, leaving 
the artificial route by the Chicago and Des Plaines 
rivers the only open water way. Even without this 
disaster the demands of the Mississippi river system 
in war time would be a serious strain upon seaboard 
shops, already well occupied with the sudden calls 
of the Atlantic service. It seems quite evident that 
in laying plans for gun shops the needs of this re- 
gion should be satisfied. 

The Pacific Coast will require a scheme of de- 
fence that is much beyond the present extension of 
its business or population, and commensurate rather 
with its enormous political importance than its 
present state of development. Solong as we can 
use the ocean for a highway we can sen‘ the heaviest 
guns out from Atlantic factories, but it would be 
hazardous to trust them to the long lines of railway 
that stretch across the desert. Those roads are 
well built, but they were not intended for 100-ton 
loads. 

Even on the Atlantic border the propriety of de- 
pending largely upon railways is doubtful. While 
a hundred tons is about the limit in weight at pres- 
ent, it may not be so always, and, in fact, is not 
likely to be so. Railroad engineers do not welcome 
these tests of their bridges, and it is not wise to 
make them. 


WE find that we were not strictly accurate in our 
statement last week as to the date of General 
Howarp’s nomination as brigadier-general. On 
the 25th ot February, 1865, General Howarp was 
nominated to be brigadier-general in the Regular 
Army ‘‘to date from December 21, 1864, vice 
THOMAS, appointed major-general.” His nominatien 











was confirmed on the,8d of March, 1865. On the 


and commissioned. General THomas’s nomination 
as major-general, which created a vacancy, was 
made on the 6th of January, 1865, his confirmation 
followed on the 18th of Jan., 1865, and his commis- 
sion was issued onthe 15th of Jan., 1865, to take 
rank from the 15th of Dec., 1864. On the 18th of 
January, 1865, General Terry was nominated to be- 
brigadier-general, ‘‘to rank from January 15, 1865.” 
His nomination was confirmed January 19, 1865; 
and he was appointed and commissioned January 20, 
1865. He received his commission and took the 
oath of office February 10, 1865, fifteen days before 
General Howarp’s nomination was sent in. Both 
General Terry and Geueral Howarp were officers 
of volunteers at the time of these appointments. 
Now, the contention on General Terry's behalf is 
that he was fully inducted into office before General 
HowARpD’s nomination was sent in, and that it was 
not in the power of the President under the law to 
antedate General Howarp’s appointment, even with 
consent of the Senate. Neither by direct act nor 
by the indirection of antedating General Howarp’s 
appointment could they deprive General Terry of 
the rank, pay and emoluments which accrued to him 
by virtue of his appointment on the 20th of Janu- 
ary, 1865. Thus, it was contended, the order of 
precedence was, TERRY, commissioned ‘brigadier- 
general January 20, 1865; Howard, commissioned 
May 11, 1865, We understand that this view of the 
case was accepted by the President, as it has since 
been accepted by the Senate committee in recom- 
mending the confirmation of General Terry. Hence, 
it follows that General TerRy’s appointment is not 
significant of any intention on the part of the Presi- 
dent to depart from the principle of seniority pro- 
motion, whatever his conclusions may be as to the 
selection of the remaining major-general and the 
two brigadier—generals still to be appointed. 








At the annual meeting of the Ohio Commandery,

ComMoDOR: WILLIAM T. TRUXTUN was retired 
for age on Thursday of this week, March 11, after a 
distinguished service, dating from February 9, 
1841. During the War, especially, he served with 
great credit, and was present at the two attacks at 
Fort Fisher, in December, 1864, and January, 1865. 
Commo. TrRUXTUN passes from the active to the re- 
tired list amid general good wishes for his future 
happiness, and that comfort which his honorable 
career has earned for him. Commodore TRuxTUN 
goes upon the retired list without promotion to 
the rank of Rear Admiral. His friends were 
unable to induce the Senate Committes to act upon 
his nomination until Wednesday morning, and 
Senator MAHONE succeeded in preventing an execu- 
tive session that day, so that the report upon his 
nomination could not be presented until Thursday. 
Asingle objection to its immediate consideration 
being effectual, it went over under the rule to Fri-

day, when Commodore Truxtun had ceased to be 
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an officer eligible to promotion, and he can only be 
made a Rear Admiral now by special act of Congress. 








Coneress does not take hold of the important sub- 
ject of heavy ordnance with that earnestness of pur.

gave promise of. Since the reports of the HAWLEY 
Committee and the Fortification Board were sub- 
mitted the subject seems to have dropped from the 
minds of those Congressmen who were apparently 
so anxious that something should be done this ses—- 
sion in the way of appropriations for sea coast de- 
fences. It was supposed that as soon as these 
reports were available a bill would be drafted to 
carry out some of the schemes recommended. The 
difficulty is in getting some one to take the lead. 
The HawLey Committee has been expecting that the 
RANDALL Committee would take the initiative,and the 
RANDALL Committee have been disposed to depend 
on the sub-committee in charge of the Fortification 
bill, but that comn.ittee is waiting for the report of 
the RANDALL Committee before making up its bill. 
lt is now said that these committees have become 
tired of waiting for each other, and are now prepar 
ing to bring in bills of ther own. A meeting of the 
RANDALL Committee is called for Monday next, when 
Mr. RANDALL hopes to have the report he has pre- 
pared adopted, and something definite decided upon 
as to the method of bringing an appropriation 
measure properly before Congress. 








FIELD OFFICERS IN 1903.

Of these 
officers the first two on the list are now lieutenant- 
colonels, the next seven majors, and the others cap- 
tains. The passage of the Manderson bill will add 
fifty to the list of majors, taking in the following 
captains, viz.: Keller, Quinn, Conrad, Spurgin 
Pratt, Savage, Durham, Coolidge, Dempsey, Dough- 
erty, Lincoln, Goodale, Read, Troxel, Roberts, 
Thompson, Bubb, Davis, Baldwin, Paul, Potter, 
Witherell, Stillé, Gray, Evans, Markley, Auman, 
Western, Lee, Miller, Wilhelm, Callinan, Heiner, 
Stone, Robinson Ward, Neide, Parker, Custer, 
Haughey, Craigie, Bowman, Logan, Stafford, Bom- 
ford, Whitney: Miller, Kirkman, Maize, and Guthrie. 
This would leave but forty of the present captains 
on that list, and taking into account the casualties, 
which cannot be calculated in advance, places will 
no doubt be found on the list of majors for these as 
well as for as many of the present Ist lieutenants, 
without taking into account the contingency of war, 
within the seventeen years. Others not mentioned 
will be promoted and retired previous to 1903.

LIEUTENANT JOHN BIGELOW, Jr., 10th Cavalry, 
furnishes the magazine Outing for March with ex- 
tracts from his diary during a scout after Geronimo, 
his dates extending from July 6 to July 31. With it 
are given portraits of Gen. Crook and of Geronimo. 
In this diary, Mr. Bigelow says: “In the matter of 
arming themselves for field service, our officers dif- 
fer greatly. Some never take any arm or weapon 
but a pistol, which they carry as much for protec- 
tion against citizens as for use against Indians. They 
argue that an officer’s function in action is to con- 
trol and direct, not to fight; that, therefore, officers 
have no need of arms, and cannot use them with- 
out detriment to their efficiency; others, agreeing 
with them, carry, besides the pistol, the sabre, for 
what they claim as its moral effect upon their men 
from a disciplinary point of view, that is, as a badge 
of authority; some may carry the sabre alone; 
others again, recognizing the importance of undi- 
vided attention in the cortrolling and directing of 
an action, take into avcount the contingency of an 
officer’s remaining in action after control and di- 
rection have ceased to be of primary importance, 
when men are fighting only for their lives, or fora 
sudden death, which case in regular warfare, would 
be prevented by surrender; also that an Indian not 
only gives no quarter, but, im further violation of 
the usages of war, murders and assassinates; that 
an officer straying away from his camp or his col- 
umn, hunting, or studying the country, may have 
occasion to make desperate use of his arms—these 
officers carry a rifle ora carbine.”’ The March nuw- 
ber of Outing is the first issue under the direction of 
Lieut. Bigelow's brother, Mr. Poultney Bigelow. It 
is a handsomely printed magazine, containing the 
illustrated articles ** Ranch Life and Game Shooting 
in the West, by Theodore Roosevelt ;"’ “* How We 
Ran the Blockade” by Roland F. Coffin; ‘Moose 
Hunting” by Fred.

“Salmon Fishing in Canada” by W. J. Bruce; ‘“Ber- 
muda Yachts and Dinghies” by “has. F. Clay; ‘“‘The 
Romance of a Cave” by Edith Evelyn Bigelow; 
“Around the World on a Bicycle’’ by Thos. Stevens; 
“Lacrosse in the United States’ by W. H. McDou- 
gall; “ltalian Notes” by Joseph Pennel, and **Am- 
enities’’ by W. P. Cooper.

Tue Annual Report of the Ladies’ Union Mission 
School Association for 1885, an organization which 
we have often praised in our columns for its good 
work, contains some interesting extracts from letters 
trom chaplains, etc.,‘at ouf military posts. The wife 
of an officer at Fort Lowell, Ariz., writes: ‘“ We 
have service every Sunday evening in the post li- 
brary, and the organ is such an addition. Several 
of ibe meu help me to sing, and we meet Friday 
evenings to sing the hymns over, and after we have 
practiced them, the men choose whatever they like, 
and sing for an hour.”’ An officer at Uncompahgre, 
writes: ‘ You, and the good ladies associated with 
you have done so much for us, that we feel under 
lasting obligations to you all, and to your society. 
You cannot imagine what a void you have filled, 
and how you have added to our joy and 
happiness here. Without your help our school 
was almost a failure, and some talked se- 
riously of giving it up; but after your gen- 
erous aid all was changed, and now we are in a very 
prosperous and healthy condition. We have two 
Bible classes now, one with from six to eight sol- 
diers which I teach, and one for women taught by 
the commanding officer. His wife is assistant super- 
intendent, and has a class of boys. Our surgeon's 
wife has a class of girls, my wife has the infaut class. 
We have a young lady for organist and my first ser- 
geant-for assistant, a soldier for secretary, and two 
other soldiers for librarian and asvistant librarian.”

Caprarn O. E. Micnariis, Ordnance Corps, U. 8. 
A., in a paper communicated by him to the Society 
of Civil Engineers, June 10, 1884, on the subject of 
heavy guns, speaking of cast-iron guns reinforced 
with steel says: “These guns would, however, be 
at least but avceptable makeshifts. We must take 
immediate steps for the creation of the great Ameri- 
can gun of the future. Of what shall it be made and 
how?

In support of this 
view be gives valuable extracts from private letters 
as well as from the literature of the subject, showing 
that the belief in the successful casting of steel 
guns is widespread. Captain Michaelis’s paper will 
be found in VoL.

The sketch mentioned shows a 12-in. gun 33 feet 
long, chambered, and with walls 18 in. thick at the 
chamber. It will be observed that this accords with 
the conclusions stated by us last week which were 
reached by ay investigation and study of the subject 
independent of that of which Captain Michbaelis’s 


paper gives the results. 








Ex-SEcRETARY W. E. CHANDLER publishes in “The 
United Service Magazine” a paper on the “ Restora- 
tion to the Army and Navy of ex-Officers.”’ He de- 
nies that Congress has power under the Constitution 
to oblige or advise the President to appoint a spe- 
cially created office; and he thinks it is time to re- 
turn to the fundamental principles of the Constitu- 
tion; that it is time for the Executive branch of the 
Government tw resist legislative encroachment in 
this direction—an encroachment which, as he points 
out, has grown up because both branches have hap- 
pened hitherto to be in accord concerning the spe- 
cial result avcomplished through the encroachment. 
Mr. Chandler holds that whatever reparation or res- 
titution can be afforded by legislation alone the 
Legislature may undoubtedly give; but where such 
cannot be given without an appointment to office, 
the Legislature must stop short. Of the list of all 
the special acts which are now claimed to be justify- 
ing precedents Mr. Chandler says that it includes 
some Officers of merit; ‘but it is safe to say of them, 
as a whole, that they have been grossly injurious to 
the military service. Most have reappointed worth- 
less officers, and some of the most notorious drunk- 
ards in the Navy have been restored, one of them 
afterward sinking, while drunk, a naval vessel and 
destroying eleven lives.”” Heincludes.& reference to 
the Fitz-Johu Porter case. 








WE find the following in the daily papers: 


Colonel E. H. McPherson died in Evansville, Ind., March 4, 
from an attack of heart disease. He was formerly a Colonel 
in the United States Army. was 49 years old, and his home 
was in Covington, Ky. He wasa uate of West Point, and 
a well known Indian fighter. An exploit which gave hini 
reputation at the time was his rescue of two young women 
from the Indians on Platte River. He was stationed in the 
West during President Lincoln's Administration. 


We do not know who is here referred to. No offi- 
cer of the name of E. H. McPherson was ever in our 
Army and no oneof that name was ever graduated 
from or entered at the Military Academy. We had 
two officers named McPherson in the Army, one, 
Edward, was killed in a duel near Mier, Mexico, 
March 16, 1848; the other, James B., was killed near 
Atlanta, Ga., July 22, 1864. There was also a Mark 
McPherson, Captain in the Revolutionary Army,, a 
W. McPherson, a Brigadier General in the Revolu- 
tionary Army, and bis brother, Major Robert Hector 
McPherson, Secretary to General Wilkinson. 








A CIRCULAR letter has been sent to shipbuilders 
and contractors in different parts of the country by 
tbe Board on Additional. Vessels, of which Commo- 
dore Walker is President, to the following effect:

The Board hopes to receive a response at your 
earliest convenience.”

We are indebted to Colonel R. H. Hall, U.S. A., 
for a copy of a “ Register of the Army of the U. S.., 
January 1, 1794," compiled by him. We note that 
Major-General Anthony Wayne was then Com- 
mander-in-Chief, with Captains De Butts and Lieut. 
Harrison for aides. The brigadiers were James 
Wilkinson, John Brooks and Thomas Posey. Captain 
E. Butler was Adjutant and Inspector; Lic ut.-Col. 
Jas. O’Hara, Quartermaster, and Major John Belli, 
Deputy Quartermaster; Richard Allison, Surgeon; 
Caleb Swan, Paymaster of the Army; John Hurt, 
Chaplain; William Winston, Major, Commandant 
of Cavalry, and Henry Burbeck, Major, Command- 
ant of Artillery. The Army was divided into four 
Sub-Legions, Lieut.-Colonel J. F. Hamtramck com- 
manding the First, Lieut.-Colonel David Strong, the 
Second, Lieut.-Colonel Henry Gaither the Third,and 
Lieut.-Colonel John Clark the Fourth. 








In answer to the request of the House for infor- 
mation as to the officers on the retired lst of the 
Navy, Mr. Whitney reports that one hundred and 
fifty-seven of them were retired for disability incur- 
red in the Service, that 119 were retired on reaching 
the age of sixty-two, 16 after forty and 3 after forty- 
five years’ service. Of the other sixty, 24 were retired 
for disability not incurred in the Service, 8 were 
mentally incapacitated, 5 were appointed on the re- 
tired list by Congress. The highest pay is that of 
rear admiral, $4,500; the lowest that of one of the 
ensigns, $300. The pay of the commodoresis from 
$2,625 to $3,750; captains, $900 to $3,375; commanders, 
$900 to $2,625; lieutenant-commanders, $700 to $2,250; 
lieutenants, $900 to $1,950; ensigns, $300 to $1,050; staff 
Officers, $400 to $4,300; warrant officers, $500 to $1,350. 








Tue New York Evening Post says: “The appoint- 
ment of Colonel William Ludlow, of the U.S. Army, 
as Engineer Commissioner of the District of Colum- 
bia, is a pointed rebuke by the Democratic President 
to the Kepublican City Council of Philadelphia. 
Colonel Ludlow is the officer who has been for three 
years past the Chief Engineer of the Philadelphia 
Water Department, having secured leave of absence 
from the Army without pay, in 1883, to fill that posi- 
tion, and who was recently refused a re-election by 
the Republican Councilmen, nominally because he 
is personally a Democrat in political faith, but really, 
as the leading Republican organ of the city was 
forced to confess, because he had kept politics en- 
tirely out of the department, and had administered 
it ‘strictly on business principles.’ ” 





THE Leavenworth Times, with pardonable iadig- 
nation, says: “ After permitting Gen. James Shields, 
the hero of two wars and senator from three States, 
to go down to his grave in poverty and neglect, a 
Movement is on foot to perpetuate the glories of 
his achievements by erecting a monument to his 
memory. His bones are crumblingin a neglected 
burying ground on the outskirts of Carrollton, Mo., 
and there is not so much as a wooden slab to mark 
the spot. In the capitol building at Washington at 
the turn of the west staircase leading to the senate 
galleries there is a large historical puinting—Chapul- 
tepec. This is all that a grateful Republic has done 
to preserve the memory of ‘the hero of two wars 
and the senator from three States.’ ”’ 








, Mr. A. C. Wurrs, of the House Committee on Pen- 
sions, has a difference of opinion with the other 


. members of the committee on the subject of grant- 


ing pensions to the soldiers under Major-General 
Twigg’s command when he surrendered iu Texas on 
February 18, 1861. Mr. White holds that this was a 
prearranged betrayal of his trust and that his 
eldiers, who, to ® man resisted his persuasions 
to join the Confederacy with him, shouid be re 


warded. The other members of the committee re- 
fused to concur with Mr. White and the Pension Bill 
was reported adversely. 








T. C. CRAWFoRD, in the New York World, speak- 
ing of the secret sessions of the Confederate Con- 
gress, no record of which has ever been published, 
said: ** France offered to recognize the Confederacy 
upon one condition, and that was that they would 
give up slavery. England offered to recognize the 
Confederacy if they would agree to let her have 
cotton at 12 cents a pound. Both of these propo- 
sitions were rejected. When -Mr. Yancey returned 
from England he made an address to the Confeder- 
ate Congress and in that address he showed how the 
Confederacy could not have succeeded. He said 
that the foreign Powers of Europe did not care to 
make treaties with an alleged nation which did not 
acknowledge the supremacy of the central authori- 
ty. Theabsolute independence of the States to the 
Central Government stood always in the way of 
their securing any recognition. This gentleman said 
that if the Confederacy had succeeded in separating 
itself from the Cnion it would have failed wretched- 
ly 9nd would have been begging its way back into 
the Union within the next five years. With its weak 
central authority it would not have been able to 
protect its borders, aud with the jealousy of the 
States of each other anarchy would have soon re- 
sulted. He said that there was no man in the South 
to-day who would: ever care to renew the experi- 
ment of separation.” 








THE House Committee on Pensions in their report 
in favor of the bill to pension the soldiers and sailors 
of the Mexican War, estimate the total number of 
volunteers engaged in that war as 70,000 and the 
number of pensionable persons at 48,998. They say: 
“The average age of the survivors of these soldiers 
is 65, and by the American tables the expectation of 
life is about eleven years, so it will be seen that the 
number of persons who will receive the benefits of 


or twelve years will be entirely extinguished, ex- 
cept a few widows, many of whom are younger than 
the surviving soldiers. $3,500,000,000 was added to 
the wealth of the countiy by the Mexican war, and 
it seems to your commit ee that the survivors of the 
Mexican War are fully as much entitled to recogni- 
tion from this Government by granting a pension to 
the few who are still living as were the survivors of 
the War of 1812 with Great Britain. Their gallantry 
stands unequalled in the annals of all wars with 
foreign nations.” 





A FrREnNcia provincial journal, Mémorial dela Loire 
has stated that the Government Armory at St. Eti- 
enne has altered its tool plant so far as to be able at 
once to construct magazine mifies on a large scale. 
As to this our well-informed exchange, La France 
Militaire, (which we congratulate upon its brilliant 
success as a daily issue of military news) positively 
declares, that while a few hundred transformed 
arms have been issued for trial and practice, the 
French War Departmeut has not settled upon any 
particular model of repeater or magazine as a final- 
ity. Itis thus evident that the Robin or any other 
conversion of the Gras has not yet been adopted for 
the French Army. The models issues are of a re- 
duced calibre, the Robin being 9 mm. and 9.50 mm. 
Other designs to be experimented with are the 
Pariés and Sturla, all utilizing to a greater or less 
degree parte of the Gras action.

His opinion was that Gen. Halleck was jealous of 
General Grant, and sought to humiliate him in every 
way possible, and that his arrest and detention at 
Fort Henry was due to this. This opinion was con- 
curred in by his associates and the Army getcrally.

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FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The following resolution, submitted by Mr. Cul- 
lom, was adopted by the Senate on Monday : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Expenditures of Public 
Money be, and is hereby, directed to inquire into the condi- 
tion and manner of keeping the records and papers ip the 
office of the Adjutant-General of the U.S. Army which re- 
late to the military history and _ service of the Federal sol- 
diers engaged in the late war, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing whether such records and papers are properly indexed 
and arranged, and areso keptas toenable the Adjutant- 
General to furnish a prompt and correct military history of 
the Federal soldiers who served in said war. Said committee 
is also directed to ascertain what, ifany, additional expendi- 
tures may be required to place said records and papers in 
proper condition, und to make them readily accessible, to the 
end that complete and accurate reports upon the military 
Service of such solaiers may be more promptly furnished in 
the adjustment of pension and other claims; and to report 
the facts to the Senate. 

The only business transacted by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs at its session on Tuesday 
was the adoption ofa favorable report upon Gen. 
Terry's pomination. This was accomplished after a 
very short discussion, the only question at issue re- 
lating to his right to the claim of seniority. While 
a few members expressed some uncertainty on that 
score they were willing to give him the benefit of 
the doubt, and so joined in with the rest in the fa- 
vorable recommendation. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs on Wed- 
nesday, further discussed the bill to equalize tne 
pay of graduates of the Naval Academy, but with- 
out coming to a resolution thereon laid it aside un- 
til the next meeting, in order to take up the nomin- 
ation of Commodore Truxtun. A favorable report 
was adopted on this case. The remaining nomina- 
tions were not acted upon. 

The Senate Committee on Appropriations agreed 
on Tuesday to report asan amendment to the Ur- 
gent Deficiency Appropriation bill the payment of 
$30,000 for the funeral expenses of the late General 
Grant. 

The Senate on Wednesday passed the Urgent De- 
ficiency Bill, with this amendment. 

Additional estimates for $25,200 for the observation 
and report of storms under the Signal Service were 
submitted to the House by the Secretary of War on 
Thursday. 

Mr. McAdoo having failed to secure the adoption 
of his amendment to the reconstruction bill provid- 
ing for the construction of three dry docks, he will 
shortly bring ina separate measure for that pur- 

ose. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs devoted 
its session on Tuesday to the consideration of pri- 
vate measures, principally desertion vases. Among 
those receiving favorable action was one removing 
the charge of desertion from the record of Franklin 
Thompson, alias S. E. E. E. Seelye. This person was 
a woman, who, disguising herself as a man enlisted 
in Co. F, 2d Mich., and served for two years in the 
War, being in two or three battles. [llness with 
fever caused her to be taken to a hospital where her 
sex was discovered, a'fact which prevented her re- 
turn to her regiment. 

Mr. Sowden submitted the following resolution of 
inquiry in the House on Monday:

H. Lyons, Superintendent of Machinery, removed by 
Commodore Truxtun because unlawfully placed there, and 
since claimed by Lyous as his private property, which he had 
put up apparently in order to get bis name before visitors ; 
that Lyons, whose removal was complained of by Repre- 
sentative Boutelle as an insult to a Union soldier, did not 

“ faithfully serve the Government for many years,” but so 
late as June, 1861, published a card in a Norfolk paper pro- 
claiming himself “ as a Southerner as any man in the 
South and doing as much to destroy the invaders as any 
man in the field ;” that his personal character was bad, as he 
had been indi¢ted for smuggling cigars from a vessel under- 
going repairs; that he was removed for his bitter political

{r it is desired to drill the Brooklyn militia in the 
field they must be taken out of reach of their sisters, 
cousins and aunts. This Major-General E. L. Moli- 
peux learned a year agoin Prospect Park, and in 
order not to be caught again in the same fix hein- 
tends to work his command on a new and, what 
seems to us, a very practicable and instructive plan 
as soon as the weather will permit. What with 
camp, parades, etc., itis difficult to get most of the 
men off for more than a day, and therefore the ex- 
ercises will be arranged so that each man will re- 
ceive thorough instruction during one day and one 
night, and be permitted to return early enough in 
the morning of the second day to be at his business 
in due time. The plan has been considered by both 
the 3d and 4th brigade commanders, and by them 
pronounced very feasible. The division will be di- 
vided into detachments of the — size, and 
these will be taken out toa suitable spot on Long 
Island, according to the plan above mentioned, 
being accompanied by a sufficient number of wagons 
to carry the necessary tentuge, rations, implements, 
etc., and on the road the proper care and protection 
of a wagon train will be illustrated. On arrival at 
the camp ground tents will be pitched and instruc- 
tion given in field duties. The camp will be near 
enough to the railroud toadmit of prompt return ot 
the sick, and those who are relievei from duty, the 

rocuring of supplies, etc., if necessary. It is in- 

ended to give the whole 2d Division an opportunity 
to take part in the operations, which will certainly 
prove instructive, and are devised with a view of 
giving the least inconvenience to those who partici- 


pate.

B. Rhoads, 
Daniel Appleton, James C. Abrams, Andrew Mills, 
Wm. C. Casey and Louis E. Lefferts. The objects of 
this society, as stated in the certificateof incorpora- 
tion, are “social and benevolent, and for the promo- 
tion of the welfare of the 7th Regiment, and the 
preservation of the recollections of service therein 
and of objects of historical and military value,” and 
one of the cardinal principles of the society is that 
military titles, military uniferms, and the insignia 
of military rank, such as belong to the National 
Guard, or to the U. 8. Army, shall not be assumed or 
used by its members, unless they are actually serv- 
ing in the National Guard orin the U. 8.

Seventh New York.—Col. Emmons Clark. 


Tue drill on Tuesday evening, March 9, began 
with a want of spap and firmness in the- movements, 
which evidently exasperated Col. Clark, and he fre- 
quensty made abrupt halts to point out to the bat- 
talion its defects. he step was uneven, and many 
of the fours, instead of oP ing off firmly and 
briskly, hesitated and shuffled In a munner quite un- 
usual in this armory. This faulty beginning was 
due to no other reason than the fact that the four 
interior companies of the battalion were commanded 
by heutenants, and thanks to the system which pre- 
vailed previously to the present one, these are 
generally quite unaccustomed to command compa- 
nies at battalion drill. The new method will. how-~- 
ever, soon cure this, and the improvement as this 
drill p1 ogressed proved that the hesitation exhibited 
was simply a littleawk wardness due to lack of prac- 
tice. The drill lasted fully two hours, with only one 
short rest, but whatever fatigue, if any, this may 
have caused, it only improved the precision of the 
movements. The drill belonging to the first series, 
the manoeuvres did not differ from those executed 
and commented upon in our report upon the fourth 
and seventh companies last week, but the whole was 
executed more rapidly and the repetitions were 
more frequent. e doubt if the two companies 
engaged on this occasion, E and F, work as well to- 
gether as do some of the other companies, and this 
probably contributed to the awkwardness 1n the be~ 
— of the drill. After some fatile attempts, a 

risk double time evidently settled matters down to 
steady work, and a fours left into line was executed 
with almost instantaneous alignment. While there 
was some more shuffling in a break from theright by 
fours, the nice way in which on the right into line, 
which followed, was executed showed that the bat- 
talion was down to business, and things went very 
smoothly from this point. There wus one instance 
where the captain of the left company missed his 
distance in breaking from the left by ay sey: but 
a smart check brought to his mind the fact that he 
commanded a company of 12 instead of 32 files, and 
no serious confusion followed. 

The movements following consisted of formation 
of line from a column of fours at right angles, ad- 
vances and retreats in line, ——- of obstacles, 
front into line from column of companies at a halt, 
double column of fours followed by formation of 
line to the front and by two movements, oblique 
advances in line, wheels by companies, right and 
left of companies rear into column, double time in 
column of fours with wheel into line, break to the 
right and left by companies, on right into line b 
companies, march iu column of subdivisions, whic 
were formed, alternately, iuto company fronts, line, 
and column of fours, and the reverse, and the whole 
wound up by «a spin in double time. As all the 
movements were performed by the left as well as by 
the right, the programme turned out instructive as 
wellas comprehensive. The marches in line were 
generally very precise, but at the end of one a recti- 
fication of the alignment became necessary. While 
the marches and wheels in company front were suffi- 
ciently well-executed to defy criticism it is never- 
theless true that the regiment wheels with more 
perfect alignments in company fronts of 36 than of 
12 files. It was evident that this battalion had 
profited by our remarks in last week’s issue with re- 
gurd to the prescstbed distances from the new align- 
ment in halting when forming line on the right or 
Jeft, and the execution of column of companies to 
the rear. We found no reason to criticise the former, 
and the latter were for once correctly and promptly 
executed by the left as well as right. A feature of 
the drill deserving special commendation was the 
rapid and prompt dress on coming into line. Guides 
and file closers were attentive and up to their work. 
An inauspicious beginning with a fair ending. The 
battalion was composed of 6 companies of 12 files.

Companies A, B, C, F, and K opened the battalion 
drill season under command of Lieut.-Col. E. K. 
Fackner on Tuesday evening, March 2, eq as 
six commands of twelve files. During a recent gale 
a part of the roof of the building had blown off, 
and the repairs not having been finished it was dis- 
agreeubly cold in the drillroom. No sooner, there- 
fore, bh the battalion been turned over when the 
lieutenant colonel put it at a lively rate in column 
of fours around the room in double time, which was 
executed in good shape. When, however, the com- 
mand companies column left was given (without 
marae) several officers, by their hesitating manner, 
proved that the lessons of previous seasons were not 
well remembered, and the movements at the start 
could not even be called fair, but a little coaching 
and repeating straightened matters, and the com- 
mand came into line promptly and with dis- 
tances. The waste of time in dressing, however, 
hardly pleased the instructor. Next came the man- 
ual, which in the Thirteenth is always executed 








with vim and snap, and such was herethe case. It 
is well known that under the régime of Col. Austen 
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several extra motions in the manual were intro- 
duced. During this drill it seemed as if some of the 
company commanders were endeavoring to discard 
these and come back strictly to Upton. It sucha 
measure is intended, then the mattershould be made 
general in the entire regiment, and even then it will 
be found difficult to break the old habit in men who 
have been brought up in it since their entry into 
service. A few general alignments, evidently with 
* the sole intention on the part of the instructor to 
inspire quickness in dressing, were at first only fairly 
performed, but improved on repetition. oT 
when forming line from fours, there is too muc 

time wasted in all the armories, and we thoroughly 
agree with any officer who insists upon — 
dressing. After some marching in column of fours, 
evidently for the purpose of perfecting the com- 
mand in the halt and carry, the command broke 
from the right into column of companies, with de- 
fective distances at first, but improvement on repe- 
tition, then wheeled into line by scompouee n good 
shape, and wound up this tt of the drill by the 
firings, with considerable difficuity in the — 
off and minor details in the beginning—the result o 

the old story, lack of attention in company drill. 
The firings ended, however, with some well-executed 
volleys and much improved in all other respects. 
The battalion marched well in line, and the onl 

mistake in this mancuvre was committed by the file 
closers, who when the battalion was marching to the 
rear at the command fours left (which brought the 
battalion left in front, although apparently the 
original right was in front) darted through the col- 
umn and placed themselves on the wrong flank. Of 
course they should have waited for the command 
tile closers on the right flank. After u few wheels 
and marches in battalion front, with passages of 
obstacles, the drill came to an end. I[t comprised 


a great variety of movements and was executed 
at — . Fora first effort it was creditable. 
e nex 


rill, Companies D, E, G, H, and I, seven 
commands of twelve files, was under command of 
Major J. Fred. Ackerman, on Thursday, March 4. 
If we remember right this was the major’s first ap- 
pearance in command of a battalion, and, therefore, 
afew slips which he madein giving commands are 
but natural. Whuile the drill was on the same prin- 
ciple as that described above, it was neither as rapid 
and comprehensive, nor did it last so a lt com- 
menced with a column of fours, followed by a short 
manual and a general alignment, in which the com- 
pany guides in the mght wing faced to the right in- 
stead of to the colors, and the left file closer di not 
invert his piece. In firing by battalion the command 
ceuse firing should not be given, as was done here. 
The march in line was nicely performed, but the 
file closers made the same blunder as described in 
the yy of Tuesday’s drill, with the difference 
that they were not corrected on this occasion, but 
afterwards righted themselves.

On one occasion he said: “ re is one thi 
that gives me t comfort, and that is that I am a descend- 
ant from the Virgin Mary.” Some one intimating a doubt 
of that genealogy, he continued, “I know that I am a de- 
scendant of the Virgin Mary, because I had a letter from 
her, and she says so, and she certainly ought to know.” 


1t is an open secret that General McClellan’s rela- 
tions with the present Administration were not 
what his friends confidently expected them to be 
when the party which he had led at the polls came 
into power. The Chicago Herald undertakes to ac- 
count for this by quoting what it reports as having 
been said by a distinguished ex- officer of the Army 
and a-.gentleman who has passed several years abroad 
in the service of a foreign government. He says of 
General McClellan :, 

I was at his house in Orange about the time there was the 
most talk of his going into the Cabinet. He was, very natu- 
rally, reticent as to hopes or expectations, but toa few 
intimates he did, on several occasions, express a willingness 
to accept a portfolio if invited, but he did not care to be Sec- 
retary of War. What he would have accepted with pleasure, 
had i been tendered him, was the Secretaryship of the 
Navy. The General took the deepest interest in Navy mat- 
ters during the later years of his life. His service on the 
Stevens battery had given zest to his interest in ironclads, 
heavy ordnance and other means of harbor defence, and he 
was most anxious to havea part in the great work of naval 
reconstruction. His wishes, so far as they could with deli- 
cacy, were conveyed to the President-elect, and for a time 
MeCiellan and his friends believed that New Jersey, in his 
person, was to be honored with the Navy portfolio. 

Just before the Cabinet announcements were made there 
came a note to Orange, written on an ordinary sheet of 
paper, without any Official insignia, which ran something 





like this: “Gan. G. B. McClellan—Dear Sir: I am requested 
to ask if an appointment as U.S. Minister to Russia would 
be acceptable to you? Beapocetully, Daniel S. Lamont.” I

Said ‘the General, “You 
are to consider yourself for the time as a member of my 
staff, and will look tome for meals and quarters while on 
this boat.” He gladly ed the situation, and made a

ARMY MANCEUVRES IN INDIA. 
CAMP OF THE COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF AT | 
DELHI, Jan, 22, 1886. } 
THE manceuvres are completed aud the foreign 
‘officers leave at once for a tour through India, 
which will terminate at Calcutta about Feb. 1. 
After that they will divide up in emaller parties, 
the Germans going home at once, and the Russians, 
French and Itahans remaining a few weeks longer. 
Colonel H. M. Lazelle, of the U. 8. Army, goes at 
once to Europe to — some little time there, 
being a stranger to the Continent. Captain S. M. 
Mills, 5th OU. 8. Artillery, returns to the United 
‘States by way of China and Japan, sailing from 
*Calcutta about Feb. 4, and reaching San Francisco 
sabout the 15th ef April or perhaps a little later. 

Lord Dufferin, the Viceroy, deferred his departure 
for Burmah for three days, in order to give the for- 
eign officers a welcome at Calcutta. They break- 
— with Sir Fredenck Roberts, Commander-in- 
Chief. 

The detachments of Indian Volunteers at tbe 
camp, Crawn from pine distinct corps from as many 
districts of India, have, in the words of Colonel 
Rivett-Carnac, commanding the battalion, acquitted 
themeel ves “‘ satisfactorily and Ct mee ye’ 

Sir Frederick Roberts entertained the officers 
attending the manceuvres at Delhi at dinner, before 
they left. He said in his after dinner speech: “I 
much regret that, being in tents ourselves, we are 
unable to provide our visitors with the same com- 
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| provide for officers attending manceuvres in their 
| own more civilized countries. [ myself retain a most 
ceful recollection of many acts of kindness and 
——v which I received when 1 had the honor 
of being present at the German manceurres in 1881. 
But, although we are in come. we cap, at any rate, 
offer our new comrades a soldier’s welcome, and this 
I do most heartily, not only on the part of the British 
officers who are present this evening, but in the 
name of the whole army in India. Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, I beg that you will join mein drinking the 
health of our distinguished visitors. May they en- 
joy their stay in India, and when they leave us, may 
they have safe und prosperous journey b*ck to their 
own countries.”” The toast was drunk with the 
reatest enthusiasm ~. = present, and with full 
onors, Sir Frederick Roberts himself leading the 
cheers. Brigadier General Saletta, of the Itallan 
Army, the senior among the foreign officers, rose to 
reply. He spoke in French, and in a few graceful 
sentences assured the commander-in-chief that both 
he and his colleagues thoroughly appreciated their 
kindly reception in that country. 








TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATE. 


A COMPOUND armor plate manufactured by Mesers. 
Cammell and Co., Sheffield, was tested on board the 
Nettle, target ship, at Portsmouth. The plate, which 
was a sample of the steel-faced armor intended for 
the protection of the water line of the Galatea, 
measured 8 ft. in length/by 6 ft. in breadth, and 
had a thickness of 10 in., of which two-thirds con 
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forts and conveniences which they are so careful to 


sisted of iron backing aad the remaining third ofa 
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bard steel face. It was fired at three times by the 
18-ton 10-inch muzzle loading rifled gun at a range 
of 30 ft., the shot being placed so as to form an 
yp triangle of which the base and sides were 
8ft. The projectiles used wer? Palliser chilled shells 
weighing 4151b., and the charges 70 Ib. each of 
P2 powder. The results of the trial were unusually 
successtul. The whole*of the shots eamee them- 
selvesin a plastic condition upon the face of the 
plate, part adhering upon the points of impact and 
the remainder Lew up into small fragments, 
The two first rounds inflicted scarcely any appreci<« 
able injury, the penetration, so far as it could be as< 
certained, being merely nominal. The third round, 
in consequence of the straining of the wooden back- 
ing, and the slight dishing of the plate was more ef- 
fective. Nothing more serious, however, than a few 
bair cracks, running down the weld, but leaving the 
iron intact, were opened out. 

Some further trials are about to take place in Italy 
which will be of considerable interest. The armor 
plated turrets, similar to those lately experimented 
uvon at Bucharest, and intended for the sea forts at 
Spezia, are to be fired at with the 100-ton gun. High 
angle fire from howitzers is also to be tried against 
armored decks,'a pontoon having been specially fitted 
for the experiments. 

The Deutsche Heeres-Zcitung learns that Herr Ot- 
tomar Anschiitz, a photographer, who has rapidly 
acquired notoriety in the experiments at Krupp’s 
range near Mappen, by order of the German Admi- 
ralty,is devoting his attention to photographs of 
flying projectiles, the recoil of gun carriages, the 
penetration of armor plates, etc.

TE Italian torpedo-vessel Stromboli was launched 
at Venice on the 5th ult., in the presence of some 
15,000 spectators. The creneny of christening the 
vessel was performed ~~ the Marchesa Orengo, but 
more than two and a half hours passed before the 
vessel took the water, owing to the ways having be- 
come swollen by the long-continued rain, and to the 
freezing of the cordage. The Stromboli will carry 
two 25-centimetre guns and six 15-centimetre guns. 

The trial trip of the French torpedo boats from the 
ocean ports to Toulon does not appear to have been 
very satisfactory. They had frequently to run for 
shelter, and when they reached their destination 
most of them were found to stand in need of serious

LIFE ON A TORPEDO-BOAT. 


“ ALL THE YEAR Round” eee “ The officers and 
men in charge of the torpedo-boats have no pleas- 
ant time of it. The steel plates of which a Ist-class 
torpedo boat is built are only an eighth of an 
inch thick, some of the smaller ones are only a six- 
teenth of an inch, and the consequent weakness of 
structure, with their great length in proportion to 
breadth, makes the strain of rising and falling in a 
short sea apt to break their backs. In such a sea, 
therefore. it is dangerous to drive them at less than 
eight or ten miles an hour, when they go through the 
waves instead of over them. At about this speed in 
most boats the vibrations of the engines and the vi- 
brations of the boat synchronize, and the combined 
oscillations make the bow and stern of the boat 











wave up and down till they nod at each other. Men 
who are standing on deck astern jump up and down 
like marionettes. Even in absolutely smooth water, 
when you sit in the small cabin and try to eat, your 
knife and fork clatter on your plate like castanets. 
The water sweeps clean over the deck, which, after 
awhile, the vibration makes to leak like a sieve, so 
that everything below—clothes, beds, etc.—is wet 
through. Truly, service in a torpedo boat is not one 
of pleasure.” 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


PRINCE ALEXANDER of Bulgaria has issued a de- 
cree ordering the demobilization of his army. 


ADMIRAL BARON VON SCHLEINITZ, President of 
the Hydrographic Bureau of the German Navy, has 
been appointed Governor of Kaiser Wilhelm’s Land 
and the Bismarck Archipelago.

Hesaid that the maintenance of peace 
depended upon Germany’s being prepared for war, 
and that the efficiency of the army depended upon 
its officers. ’ 

Tue Italian Admiralty has decided to put a large 
number of 6-pr. quick firiug guns on board all the 
men of war. Therefore, in order to decide which 
gun to adopt, in the beginning of this month a long 
series of vomparative trials took place at Spezia 
with different patterns of guns. One of these was 
made at the Government Arsenal in Venice, another 
wasthe Armstrong gun, and the two others were 





the Hotchkiss gun and an improved pattern of the 
Nordenfeldt quick firing gun, mounted on a recoil 
carriage. 


Broad Arrow hears from Vienna that in the arms 
manufactory at Steyer, the tor, Herr Wern- 
del, is having a new rifle of his own invention man- 
ufactured. which, alihough the mechanism 18 very 
simple, will fire forty shots a minute. 


A DETERMINED encounter with pistols, which is 
rather a novelty in modern French duelling, has 
just taken place at Landrecies, a departmental gar- 
rison town, between M. dela Guibourgére, of the 
84th Regiment of the Line, and M. N college, of the 
8th Cuirassiers. Two balls were exchanged by the 
combatants without rerult, and the duel recom- 
menced. The third ball hit thecavalry officer inthe 
right side, and making a turn to the lett lodged be- 
tween the skin and the ribs. It was soon extracted, 
and the wounded man, who was taken to the mili- 
tary hospital, is doing well.
